Tell old Shah, "Let my pistachios 


BO-" 


If you're wondering what has hap- 


pened to pistachios and pistachio ice 
cream recently, you can add them to 
the ever growing list of items and 
products in short supply on the world 
market. Shortages, whether natural 
or Induced, also mean a rise In prices 
— for oil or pistachios. 


"Sure tho prlco for pistachios is sky 


high, but there's no shortage. In fact, 


there was a record crop but the Shah 
of Iran kept them all over there just 
like oil," said a spokesman for the 
Midwest Nut and Seed Co. 


A SPOKESMAN for the marketing 


division of Baskln-Robbins Ice Cream 
Co. said the Shah "made so much 
money on his oil that ho held them off 
tho market." 


Both men said the Shah, rather than 


have his farmers take a beating on a 
flooded market, purchased about half 
the crop. The nuts, rich in protein, 


were used in free lunch programs for 
Iranian school children and to supple- 
ment the diet of the Army. 


While students and soldiers were 


munching on the tasty nuts, American 
ice cream addicts were starting to 
suffer. 


Brcsler Ice Cream Co., operators of 


the 33 Flavor Shops, found the cost of 
the nuts "prohibitive."

The officials, 
along with a team of specialists 
from the Center for Disease Control in 
Colorado, will begin collecting and 
classifying birds and mosquitos in an 
attempt to locate the disease source. 
Encephalitis is transmitted from birds 
to human beings by the insects. 


Wilbur Mitchell, head of the North- 


west Mosquito Abatement District, 
said crows are starting their second 
round of mosquito spraying in the 
Northwest suburbs. He said crews 
would spray the Schaumburg area 
again Thursday night since the 36- 
year-old Schaumburg man suspected 
to have the disease may have been 
bitten there. 


Schaumburg health department offi- 


cials said they would work with hospi- 
tal officials to determine if the man 
may have contracted the disease in 
Schaumburg. 


Larry Eiles, health services direc- 


tor in Mount Prospect, said ponds and 
open bodies of water in the village 


have been checked and "nothing has 
been found out of the ordinary." 


Symptoms of the disease include 


h e a d a c h e , high fever, and dis- 
oricntation and eventually a coma. 
Most victims recover spontaneously 
but the disease can result in brain 
damage and death.

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Louisville busing ignites 
police-protester clash 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (UPD) - Near- 


1y 1,000 antlbuslng demonstrators 
clashed with police Thursday at the 
start of the nation's largest now court- 
ordered desegregation busing pro- 
gram. There was little trouble at tho 
schools, but attendance was off by 
about 80 per cent. 
Thrllcon persons, one of them a worn1 
an, were arrested following street 
fighting between police and demon- 
strators In tho downtown area and In 
another Incident at a predominantly 
white high school. Officials said four 
policemen and two protesters suffered 
minor Injuries. 


Charges against those arrested 


ranged from unlawful assembly ani 
disorderly conduct to harassment and 
assaulting a police officer. 


Tho only violence at a school In the 


Louisville-Jefferson 
County 
School 


System, which was ordered desegre- 
gated last July, was a rock throwing 
Incident at suburban Falrdalo In 


which oho man was arrested. Officials 
said 
demonstrators attempted to 


block buses from returning black stu- 
dents to their homo schools. 


The busing involves 22,600 of tho 


school system's 130,000 students. 


Five bomb threats were reported at 


five different-schools, nil In pro- 
, dominantly white areas. But police 
and U.S. marshals -found nothing 
when they investigated. 


The 50 per cent drop off. in school 


attendance was caused mostly by an- 
tlbusing "groups who boycotted the 
"schools. 
. Tho protesters, shouting, "We want 
freedom," fought with police at a 
downtown shopping mall where five 
persons wcro arrested and later out- 
side tho main post office where four 
more were taken Into custody. 


U.S. District Judge James Gordon, 


the man who penned the busing order, 
had ruled that protest crowds in tho 


downtown area could number no more 
than 100. 


"We allowed leniency as far as the 


demonstration because we understood 
the feelings of the public," Louisville 
Mayor Harvey Sloane said. "Our two 
main concerns were to prevent the 
demonstrators from blocking traffic 
and demonstrating on the River City 
Mall." 


Sloane said about 350 of the city's 


700 member force was used In quell- 
ing the disturbances. 


The first day of court-ordered dese- 


gregation was met with much con- 
fusion, though school officials said it 
was "nearly typical" of previous in- 
itial school days. Some school buses 
failed to appear at their designated 
areas, others did not show up at all 
and some went to the wrong schools. 


At one predominantly white school, 


only 22 of 300 students to be bussed 
showed up to catch the five buses dis- 
patched to transport them.

Sadat blasts Soviet ^rumor mongers' 


CAIRO (UPD — Egyptian Presi- 


dent Anwar Sadat, facing mounting 
opposition to his interim peace accord 
with Israel, angrily lashed out at tho 
Soviet Union Thursday, accusing it of 
trying to foil a negotiated settlement 
of the Middle East conflict. 


In a televised one-hour speech far 


more critical of tho Soviets than ever 
before, Sadat called Soviet lenders 
"seditious rumor mongers," who ho 
said wcro aiming at "blowing up the 
Arab situation." 


Sadat went before a joint session of 


Parliament and tho Arab Socialist 


Union, Egypt's only legal political 
party, to defend the three-year Inter- 
im peace accord with Israel less than 
a hour after representatives from 
both sides signed it in Geneva. 


He praised President Ford whose 


"personal intervention and attention 
had a great effect In realizing the ac- 
cord," he said. The audience ap- 
plauded when he called Ford "a man 
who kept his work and promises de- 
spite the difficult domestic circum- 
stances he is facing." 


"I consider that tho Soviet union, by 


virtue of tho stand it took today (boy- 


cotting the signing ceremony) was fla- 
grantly Instigating and attempting to 
undermine the unity of the Arabs," 
Sadat said. 


Parliament went in to session after 


Sadat's speech and unanimously en- 
dorsed his negotiating policies and tho 
interim Sinai accord. 


He said the Soviets sabotaged Sec- 


retary of State Henry A. Kissinger's 
attempts to negotiate a, Sinai settle- 
ment last March. 


"They went to the Syrians and the 


Palestinians and gave them what they 
described as the secret and public 
provisions of an interim Egyptian-Is- 


raeli agreement and told them they 
were in trouble," Sadat said. 


"The same seditious rumor-mong- 


ers are In action today delivering 
false memoranda," he said. 


Evidently addressing Syria and the 


Palestinians, the harshest critics of 
the accord, Sadat said, "I warn my 
Arab brothers against those who car- 
ry them false, deliberate news with 
the aim of blowing up the Arab situ- 
ation." 


He said the current split in the Arab 


world over the accord was "a tragedy 
that began when the Soviet Union sent 
a nole to our brothers In Syria telling 


them it would not attend the signing 
ceremony." 


Defending himself against Arab 


critics who charged that Egypt was 
selling out Syria and the Palestinians 
in order to win back a part of the 
Sinai from Israel, Sadat said that he 
rejected an offer of total Israeli with- 
drawal from the Sinai because of Ms 
commitments to the Arabs. 


"I was offered a total withdrawal 


from tho Sinai in return for ending the 
state of war with Israel but I refused 
because I have commitments to Syria 
and the Palestinian cause," the presi- 
dent said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Ford appealed Thursday for swift con- 
gressional authorization to use Ameri- 
can civilians to safeguard the new Is- 
raeli-Egyptian agreement in the Sinai. 
He called it "a gamble for peace to 
avoid the high probability of war." 


Ford, who also disclosed that he 


would seek about $3 billion in new aid 
for the two nations, made the plea 
jointly with Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger at an early morning 
While House meeting with Republican 
and Democratic congressional lead- 
ers. 


Kissinger was said to have assured 


the leaders that "there will be no se- 
cret agreement that will be kept from 
Congress." 


Kissinger later said "tha American 


people will know 'everything we are 
committed to," and said all documents 
concerning tho agreement will be pro- 
vided tho Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee when Undersecretary of 
State Joseph Sicco testifies on the 
agreement in detail. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen, brief- 


Ing reporters aboard Air Force One, 
said Ford told the leaders he hopes 
the House and Senate can approve the 
use of about 200 U. S. technicians 
within two weeks so they' can man 
electronic monitoring stations in a U. 
N. buffer zone in the Sinai a few days 
later. 


Ford, according to Nessen, told the 


' leaders the American promise to pro- 
vide technicians was "a crucial and 
key element to the settlement" that 
Kissinger obtained. 


"If we had let negotiations break 


down — and this was a key item — 
almost inevitably war would break 
out," Ford said.

At three other 
stations, Americans will work alone 
and the final three stations will be 
automated to operate wiUTout man- 
power. 


White House officials confirmed re- 


ports that Ford outlined plans for an 
aid package in which Israel would get

the current fiscal year, with $1.4 bil- 
lion of it in military aid. 


They said Egypt would receive $600- 


$650 million during the same period, 
all economic aid. 


Russia snubs 
Sinai peace 
pact signing 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) - Eg- 


ypt and Israel signed their new inter- 
im Sinai peace accord Thursday, but 
both the Soviet Union and the United 
States stayed away from the brief, 
grim ceremony. 


The Soviet Union boycotted the cer- 


emony in anger at the plan to assign 
up to 200 American civilian tech- 
nicians in the Sinai. 


U.S. Assistant Secretary of State Al- 


fred L. Atherton, who brought the offi- 
cial documents here to be signed, then 
decided to skip the ceremony himself 
rather than embarrass the Russians. 


Shorly after the signing, Egyptian 


President Anwar Sadat denounced the 
Soviet Union. 


In Washington, State Department 


spokesman Robert Anderson said no 
significance could be read into the 
fact that the United States was not 
formally represented at the ceremo- 
ny. He said "no set pattern has been 
established for these occasions." 


Botli Israeli and Egyptian sources 


said the Soviet-American absence had 
no effect on the agreement, worked 
out in 12 days of shuttle diplomacy by 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger.

Tho company 
spokesman said pickets disabled the firm's vehicles and short wave 
radio sot and disarmed his crew of their own weapons. There have 
been no arrests or injuries.

Richard M. Nixon's consent to release some Impounded Nixon docu- 
ments lo tho Senate Intelligence committee, with Nixon's lawyers to 
select tho materials. Spokesmen announced tho compromise agree- 
ment as tho Intelligence panel met to review Its still-incomplete 
report on alleged plots by U. S. Intelligence to kill foreign leaders. 
There were indications the report could become a hot potato, with 
committee members disagreeing on what conclusions should be 
endorsed.

Government prosecutors asked U. S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge R. Dlxon Herman to grant immunity to Micki 
Scott, as well as Martin Miller, a friend of the couple who also 
refused to testify. There was no indication why Jack Scott was not 
offered immunity. 


If Judge Herman grants immunity, silence will become costly for 


Mrs. Scott and Miller, who could be jailed for contempt for up to 1C 
months.

Israel leads in defense spending 


The Institute for Strategic Studies said in London that Israel 


leads the world in per capita defense spending as part of an un- 
precedented arms race in the Middle East. The Soviet Union and 
tho United States arc the chief suppliers of weaponry. ISS figures 
showed Israel spent $1,043 per person on defense, Saudi Arabia $712, 
(lie United States $430 and the Soviet Union $409. 


Portugal navy backs Goncalves 


Portugal's navy proclaimed full support for pro-Communist for- 


mer prime minister Vasco Goncalves Thursday in his battle to 
remain the nation's commander-in-chief but the Communist party 
indicated for the first time it might be prepared to drop Goncalves. 
Tho navy announced Its support at the end of a sevenhour meeting.

In a telegram to the White House,

control over U.S. foreign trade policy 
and bring an end to the present cow- 
ardly kowtowing" to the labor chief. 


The wire was sent within hours af- 


ter Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz, appearing before the Senate Ag- 
riculture Committee, on which Dole 
and Bellmon serve, acknowledged 
that further grain sales to the Rus- 


sians were being held up because of a 
longshoremen's boycott of the ship- 
ments. 


"This admission reveals an illegal, 


unprecedented assumption of power 
by an unelected private official," the 
senators told Ford. 


"Equally as disturbing, Mr. Presi- 


dent, the secretary's revelation re- 
flects what amounts to an uncon- 
scionable abrogation of responsibility 
by your administration."

After reading our columns 


for some time, one of our 
acquaintances asked how we 
proposed to beat inflation. 
While ho did not use the 
words, we got the impres- 
sion he was saying, "All 
right, wise guy, what would 
you .do?" 


From a .family point of 


view, beating inflation 
moons husbanding our re- 
sources, living within our 
means, making the most of 
what we've got. 


First of all, this means 


saving some of the money 
we earn. Saving is not un- 
patriotic. It never was. Sav- 
ing did not cause inflation. 
Over-spending did. If to 
preserve our capitalistic 
economy it becomes neces- 
sary 'for every family to 
spend itself into in- 
debtedness, we are on the 
short road to fascism or na- 
tional socialism. 


Secondly, it means cut- 


ting out some of the fatty 
portions of the family budg- 
et. Food accounts for at 
least one-fifth of the aver- 
age family expenditures. We 
are told that almost half of 
supermarket purchases are 
made on impulse; that is, 
they were not considered as 
necessities when the shopper 
•ventured out to provide for 
the family's meals. A shop- 
ping list of necessities ri- 
gidly adhered to would help 
to cut down on needless 
food consumption — much 
of which may not be espe- 
cially healthful, anyway.

of forest preserve land. 


Stern sold he had expected some 


comment or interest from Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect officials 
about county plans for an area bor- 
dering Mount Prospect at the south- 
cast end of Arlington Heights. 


"It's a critical area In my opinion, 


and both communities have shown an 
Interest for several years In planning 
how it will be developed or zoned," 
said Stem. 


Stern said the proposed map shows 


a change from present single-family 
rcsldtntial zoning to office-transitional 


on the west and cast frontage proper- 
ties bordering Arlington Heights Road 
between Central Road and Rtc. 58.

to picture a dinner table scene, in 
which a 16-year-old boy announces he 
is fed up with school and has no in- 
tention of going to college. Teachers 
gave what they felt would be typical 
family responses: "I expect more of 
you than that."; "When you get older, 
you'll understand the value of educa- 
tion."; "After all we've done for 
you .. " 


Mrs. Carlin then asked the teachers 


to note how such responses would 
avoid the real issue: Why is the boy 
unhappy, and how can he solve his 
problem? 


She said TET would train the listen- 


er to pinpoint the boy's emotion: 
" Y o u ' r e feeling frustrated about 
school." Although this may seem like 
simple repetition Mrs.Carlln said this 
response tells the boy you acknowl- 
edge his feelings and are not judging 


him. 


BY ACKNOWLEDGING his feel- 


ings, you encourage him to open up to 
you, she said. TET teachers problem- 
solving techniques, Mrs. Carlin said. 


TET also teaches ways of commu- 


nicating one's own needs without 


sounding dictatorial, Mrs. Carlin said. 
If you can make the other person will- 
ing to change or do as you ask with- 
out hurting his seltesteem, you have 
bettered your relationship and ful- 
filled your own needs at the same 
time, she said.

Cook County Circuit Court Judge 


Sheldon Brown Thursday found the 
Cook County College Teachers Union 
in contempt of court for refusing to 
end an 11-day-old strike and fined the 
union 11,000 for each day of the walk- 
out. The Judge sold the fine will be 
raised to $3,000 a day beginning Fri- 
day. 


Teachers In four Illinois high school 


and elementary districts also were on 
strike Thursday. The walkouts incud- 
rd 29,000 teachers, Including those In 
Chicago, the state's largest district, 
and Elgin, the third largest unit dis- 
trict. A total of 568,716 students were 
affected by the walkouts. 


In Chicago, School Superintendent

cago Teachers' Union.

The U.S. Court of Appeals Thursday

I am being treated for mild Ugh 


blood pressure with Hydroprcss and 
lake VaUnm. I'm 48, male, 5 feet 0 
Inches and weigh 205 pounds. I'm a 
good 40 pounds overweight. My work 
Is M per cent sedentary and I'm Just 
recovering from a broken ankle that 
keeps me down* 


My bad habits include smoking a 


pipe without Inhaling and a drink now 
and then. I me decaffeinated coffee, 
and other than the above I have al- 
ways been In good health. 


My problem Is attack! of rapid 


heart action. I can be silting reading 


with a heart rate of 68 when It sud- 
denly jumps to 100 or 125. Sometimes 
this is accompanied by very weak 
feeling!!. One attack was so bad my 
wife called the rescue squad, as I felt' 
I was going under. 


Also, in the morning hours I have 


very heavy, achy feelings la the 
thighs and calves of legs. I am tired 
and depressed, which Is unlike my 
previous nature. 


My doctor says everything Is O.K.. 


and my blood pressure Is good with 
Hydropress, but I get no satisfaction 
on what causes the rapid heart-at- 


tacks or what to do about It. 


Is this a side effect of thd Hydro- 


press? 


To identify exactly what your rapid 


heart action is, it would be necessary 
to get an electrocardiogram during 
one. Tho description of sudden onset 
does suggest one of the tachycardias 
caused by an irritable spot in either 
the atria or Uie ventricles. They can 
. be very disagreeable, often depending 
on how fast the heart rate actually Is. 
I have seen rather healthy men with 
this problem who bad attacks with 
rates of 100 to 120, and they never 


knew the heart was doing this. I sus- 
pect you are more aware of your body 
and its behavior than they were. That 
may have something to do with your 
general nervousness. 


We don't always know what causes 


such attacks. Unless they are part of 
some other heart problem, they are 
usually not dangerous. They can be 
caused by an overactive thyroid — 
probably not your problem in view of 
your tendency to obesity — alcohol, 
coffee, anxiety and sometimes on tho 
basis of an inherited variation in the 
heart's electrical mechanism. 


The doctor says

If your attacks are severe and 


frequent, your doctor could give you 
medicine to calm your heart down. I 
do not mean another sedative, but 
medicines such as quinldine (there 
are now many others) that have a di- 
rect action on soothing the heart.

Funeral cost 
bill necessary 


Much of the mystery sur- 


rounding the $2 billion funeral 
Industry may bo cleared up, 
thanks to a new industry trade 
regulation proposed by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 


We support the disclosure 


standard as a boon to bereaved 
buyers who are especially vul- 
nerable to emotional and eco- 
nomic costs. 


Exploitative, unfair and de- 


ceptive practices by 
funeral 


homes would be prohibited un- 
der the new trade rule, the FTC 
says. The commission believes 
that improper sales tactics and 
Iho failure to disclose informa- 
tion about costs and services 
have inflicted substantial in- 
juries on many consumers. 


A 1074 Herald scries on the 


cost of dying supports the FTC's 
claim that bereaved buyers may 
be denied full price information 
and that the information is 
sometimes difficult to obtain. 
Unaware that services may be 
provided for as little as $300, 
buyers may find it difficult to 
make a rational choice of funer- 
al arrangements. 


The FTC's proposed funeral 


practice regulation, if adopted in 
its present form, will promote 
competition among morticians. 
U will override any restrictions 
on advertisement of 
funeral 


costs and prohibit a number of 
anti-competitive practices which 
inflict a heavy cost on con- 
sumers. 


The regulation would prohibit 


funeral directors from picking 
up or embalming corpses with- 
o u t family permission, dis- 
paraging a consumer's concern 
about price, offering unsubstan- 
tiated claims about the water- 
tightness or airtightncss of cas- 
kets and burial vaults, requiring 
those who choose cremation to 
purchase a casket, refusing to 
make available the Inexpensive 
containers suitable for crema- 
tion and other practices. An 
itemized list of prices for ser- 
vices and merchandise would be 
provided to customers, 
along 


with a fact sheet about legal re- 
quirements for embalming, cas- 
kets and burial vaults and a cas- 
ket price list. 


There are funeral 
directors 


who offer full disclosure of costs 
and services to customers. For 
these business executives, the 
proposed trade rule will mean 
little, if any, change in oper- 
ations. 


Those who do not willingly 


provide needed consumer infor- 
mation, however, will be forced 
to serve customers in a fashion 
that is long overdue. 


Credit card surcharge 
no help to consumer 


If you use credit cards as a 


convenience to avoid paying 
cash, you may be about to be- 
come a victim of a hidden and 
excessive credit charge. 


The culprit is the Federal Re- 


serve Board, which has pro- 
posed a hidden surcharge of up 
to 5 per cent on credit card 
sales. 


The proposal, now scheduled 


to go into effect on Oct. 28, 
would permit merchants to add 
the surcharge to a card user's 
bill without his or her knowl- 
edge. It bolls down to a rounda- 
bout way of encouraging mer- 
chants to offer discounts to con- 


sumers who want to pay cash 
rather than use a credit card. 


U.S. Rep. Frank Annunzio, 


D-I11., has threatened legislation 
to counteract the hidden charge; 
he says it could cost credit card 
users billions of dollars n year. 
It already costs money, either in 
annual dues or finance charges, 
to use a credit card; all the 
Fed's proposal would accom- 
plish would be to discourage the 
continued heavy use of credit 
cards. The Fed should reconsi- 
der its unwise proposal; other- 
wise. Congress should pass leg- 
islation to prevent this abuse 
from becoming a realtiy.

From i960 (and a long time 
before) through 1973, the village was 
served basically by well-trained vol- 
unteers. These volunteers still do a 
great service for this village. How- 
ever, times have changed and the 
group of volunteers is diminishing. 
Since 1973, at no increase in taxes, 11 
full-time firemen have been added to 
complement the 20 remaining volun- 
teers. A very responsive and success- 
ful paramedic program has been ex- 
panded since its inception in the early 
1970s. 


Now, with a population of 30,000 and 


a protection area of 50,000, dramatic 
and rapid changes are needed to ade- 
quately protect the citizens of Pala- 
tine. Changes which are this dramatic 
and rapid m government are in- 
frequent. Historically, it is so signifi- 
cant that the village board is seeking 
public approval for these overdue ex- 
pansion plans. The cost will be $20 to 
$30 per home. The board felt, and I 
agree, that a tax increase of that 
magnitude should be. taken to the 
people. We will abide by your deci- 
sion. We urge you to become informed 
and exerdse your voice in govern- 
ment by voting on the fire referendum 
on Sept. 9. 


With your help, Palatine's history

Imperial Wizard Venable 


'KKK same as other secret clubs'

ATLANTA (UPI)-Imperial Wizard 


Robert Shelton says members of the 
Ku Kline Klnn now wear business 
suits, not robes, to conventions. Robes 
and cross burnings are mainly cere- 
monial. 


Imperial Wizard James R. Venable 


contends the Klon is not much differ- 
ent from any other secret society, 
such as the Masons or the Knights of 
Columbus. 


Klan leaders all insist they are 


working through the establishment for 
goals they think are needed to keep 
America great. They even have a can- 
didate for president, Dale Reusch of 
Ohio. 


But Ku Klux Klan literature is as 


strident as ever. The campaign 
against blacks, Jews and Catholics 
has not changed. 


FOR EXAMPLE, a book by Ve-, 


noble, lost updated in 1974, states: 
"One drop of Negro blood in a white 
man's veins does not create another 
white man. It creates a Negro, for- 
ever kinking the hair, flattening the 
nose and thickening the lips. Also, it 
forever dulls the Intellect..." 


The book says that while the Klan is 


not anti-Catholic, "It pities all Catho- 
lics in their foreign papal enslave- 
ment and prays that they may be free 
of it." 


Lumping some of the enemies of the 


Klan in one sentence, Venable said, 
"We now know that the greatest 
group of salesmen we have for our 
cause are the Kennedys, the Martin 
Luther Kings, the Jake Javitses, the 
Goldwaters, and all the swine rabbis 
of Jewlsm." 


The Klan originally was founded in 


1869 in Tennessee. Gen. Nathan Bed- 
ford Forrest, a Confederate Army vet- 
eran, was the grand wizard and as the 
organization spread to other states the 
state leaders, known as Grand Drag- 
ons, usually were men who had been 
prominent Confederate Army officers. 


The purpose of the Klan in those 


days was to control former black 
slaves and to offer protection against 
white carpetbaggers trying to exploit 
the South during the days of re- 
construction. It eventually was dis- 
banded by Forrest. 


THE KLAN WAS revived in 1915 at 


Stone Mountain, Ga., with a rally on 
property then owned by the Venable 
family. The original Klan had the re- 
spect of many in the South but the 
revived Klan and its offshoots have 
been condemned in all parts of the 
country. 


During the 1920s it was connected 


with lynchings and whippings of 
blacks. Sometimes Jews and Catholics 
were targets. 


It is estimated as many as four mil- 


lion Americans belonged to the Klan 
in both the South and the North dur- 
ing its high-water mark in the 1920s. 


Venable says there now are 42 sepa- 


rate and distinct organizations known 
as the Klan in the United States. The 
two largest are his group, the Nation- 
al Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, and 
the United Klans of America headed 
by Shelton in Tuscaloosa, Ala. 


Presidential candidate Reusch is 


the Ohio grand dragon of the United 
Klans and Scott Nelson, the candidate 
for vice president, is imperial wizard 
of a group known as the Texas Fiery 
Knights of the KKK. 


THE PRESENT POSITION of the 


Klan regarding Catholics indicates 
something of a disagreement. 


Reusch said in December, as he an- 


nounced his candidacy for president, 
that Catholics can apply for member- 


ship and that in Ohio more than 50 
cent of the members ore Catholics. 
He said this was a national program. 


Venable disagrees 
emphatically. 


When asked about Reusch's state- 
ment, he said, "He was wrong. A 
Catholic, if he renounces his ties to 
the Pope of Rome, we accept him." 


But Venablo indicated he thought 


his qualification would rule out "good 
Catholics, loyal to their church." 


Venable, a 70-year-old attorney, lat- 


er said of Reusch, "He's probably 
playing politics. He's got it in his head 
to run for president. 


"First of all, the Klan can never get 


on the ticket. The Klan could never 
get a candidate elected at this time. 
The South could never get a candidate 
elected at this time. I don't think 
George Wallace even has a chance to 
get elected as President." 


Klan plans to be major 
political power by 1980

STONE MOUNTAIN, Ga. (UPI) — 


The National Knights of Ku Klux Klan 
now has to support political candi- 
dates behind the scenes, a Klan lead- 
er says — but by 1980 office seekers 
will come "begging the Klan for an 
endorsement." 


The Klan did not make its prefer- 


ences for 1976 known publicly at its 
convention during the Labor Day 
weekend. But leaders said privately 
the Klan is supporting Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace, with some sentiment 
for former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, for president. 


Imperial Klaliff James Lumpkin, a 


Thomaston, Ga., textile worker, said 
a Klan endorsement would hurt a po- 
tential office-holder this year. He said 
there are nearly 80,000 Klan sympa- 
thizers in Georgia alone. But he said 
the hooded order's endorsement hurt 
former Gov. Lester Maddox in his un- 
successful bid for the governorship 
last year. 
'"In a few years the Klan will be so 


powerful we'll have candidates beg- 
ging the Klan for an endorsement," 
Lumpin said as he packed his robes 
into the back seat of a dusty automo- 
bile following a Saturday night cross- 
burning at the foot of Stone Mountain. 


"I THINK we'll support Gov. Wall- 


nee, but we can't say yet," he said. 
"He's not a racist. He's a fairly level- 
headed guy." 


The group's annual convention, In a 


suburban cow pasture, had been mar- 
red by violence as angry Klansmen 
punched, shoved, kicked, cursed and 
spat upon two blacks and five young 
whites seeking entrance to the press 
area. 


A few stones hit the intruders and 


their car. There were no injuries. 


"Now hold your tempers and act 


like Klansmen," shouted Imperial 
Wizard James Venable, head of the 
Klan and owner of the cow pasture, to 
the 500 Klansraen. "These niggers 
were sent here to provoke you Into 
doing something to discredit 
the 


Klan." 


DR. ROBERT Pritchard of Bald- 


winsville, N.Y., said he and the other 
members of the Syracuse, N.Y. -based 
Pan American Association came to, 
the rally to "study the resurgence of 
hate groups in America." Pritchard, 
who is black, carried press creden- 
tials from the Afro-American News 
Group in Baltimore. 


"I had no illusions about what 


would happen, and I was not only in- 
terested as a newsman but as a man 
who loves his country enough to want 
to see its true face," said Pritchard. 
"I've b'l-n a student of the Klan for 
many years." 


"M"nv of the Klansmen were very 


courteous," he said. "The Klan lead- 
rr«i,!n ptnnot control its mob mem- 
bers although Mr. Venable sincerely 
tried." 
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Harper faculty set to vote on union Soff Wafer RENTAL

The Harper College faculty will dc- 


ddo whether to join a union In a vote 
conducted by mall beginning Sept. 10. 


The results of tho vote will bo an- 


nounced during the first week of Octo- 
ber by tho accounting firm of Peat, 
Marwtck and Mitchell, which will 
oversea tho election, sold Thomas 
McCabe, vice president of the Harper 
Faculty Senate. 


Th« vote will determine whether tho 


Harper faculty wants to affiliate with 
any national union. If tho vote Is af- 
firmative, an election will bo held Int- 
er to determine which union tho facul- 
ty will join, McCnbo said. 


Representatives of three faculty 


groups will be on tho Harper campus 
Wednesday and Thursday of next 


week to talk to tho faculty, McCabo 
said. Tho organizations are the Cook 
County College Teachers Union, the 
Illinois Education Assn. and tho 
American Assn. of University Profes- 
sors. 


LAST SPRING, In an Informal 


straw poll, faculty members voted by 
a 2 to 1 margin to affiliate with a 
union and faculty loaders said they 
would hold a formal election this fall. 
Only 110 of the 196 full-time per- 
manent faculty voted In the straw 
poll, McCabo said. 


Ho said a majority of the 106 faculty 


members eligible to vote in the elec- 
tion will be needed to approve affilia- 
tion. "In effect if a faculty member 
doesn't vote that will be a no vote," 
he said. "I think it will be close." 


McCabo said the accounting firm 


will mall ballots to faculty members 
on Sept. 19 and the ballots will have to 
bo returned by Sept. 29. He said re- 
sults will be announced'on or before 
Oct. 6. 


THE 
HARPER FACULTY 
has 


voted in previous years against join- 
ing a union. The straw poll was con- 
ducted lost spring after negotiators 
working on this year's salary contract 
charged the college board of trustees 
with bad faith In a dispute over how 
the contract settlement related to the 
salary ranges for various faculty posi- 
tions. 


The faculty senate this summer won 


a court case against tho college on tho 
issue of salary ranges. The college 
board had raised tho ranges for vari- 
ous faculty positions (instructor, as- 
sistant professor, professor) by less 


than tho agreed salary settlement, 
meaning senior faculty members near 
the top ranges would have received 
less than the agreed raise. 


In another action involving the Har- 


per faculty, David Macaulay, a chem- 
istry Instructor, was elected president 
of the Harper Faculty Senate, replac- 
ing Robert Powell, who has served as 
senate president for two years. 


Macaulay said he does not expect 


the faculty senate to take an'official 
position on whether the faculty should 
affiliate with a union. "The previous 
senate decided not to take a stand on 
this issuo and I think I agree with 
that," he said. "We wantvto make 
sure the faculty is aware of the is- 
sues, but we don't want to urge a po- 
sition."

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August car sales hit 5-year low, but it's no surprise 


DETROIT (UPI) - Tho U.S. auto 


industry, already looking forward to 
next year, said Thursday Its August 
now car sales hit a five-year low and 
fell about 17 per cent from the pre- 
vious year. Industry spokesmen said 
the decline was no surprise. 


As the Big Four announced Its lat- 


est figures, Henry Ford II, chairman 
of the automobile company his grand- 
father founded, predicted an end to 
the Industry's longest and deepest 
slump since the Great Depression of 
tho 1930s. 


"Our optimism," Ford sold, "Is 


based largely on mounting evidence 
that tho bottom of tho recession has 
been passed and tho national economy 
is gradually gaining gstrcngth." 


Speaking during tho final day of tho 


Ford Motor Co. preview of its 1976 
cars and trucks, Ford predicted new 


car sales next year will reach 9.5 mil- 
lion. The figure this model year Is ex- 
pected to hit about 8.1 million, the 
lowest In 13 years. 


GENERAL MOTORS Corp., Ford 


Motor Co., Chrysler Corp. and Ameri- 
can Motors Corp. said they sold 
534,290 new cars in August, vs. 667,237 
last August. But sales for the month 
last year were distorted by a late buy- 
ers' rush to beat Increased prices on 
1975 models. 


CM said its sales last month fell 


15.2 per cent, from 333,738 last August 
to 272,439, while Ford said its sales 


declined 17.1 per cent from 196,608 a 
year ago to 156,923. 


Chrysler, the No. 3 automaker, re- 


ported the sharpest fall — down 22 
per cent with sales declining from 
107,834 to 81,012. 


AMC said its sales declined nearly 


18 per cent with sales In August total- 
Ing 23,916 versus 29,057 one year ago. 


Auto executives generally expressed 


satisfaction with the August figures. 


"We're confident that the upward 


trend will continue and assist our 
dealers in clearing the decks for our 
1976 models," Ford vice president 


Walter Walla said. 


FOREIGN CARS again cut deeply 


into Detroit sales in August. 


Reports by major importers showed 


one of every five new cars sold in the 
United States last month was built 
overseas. 


At his news conference, Ford and 


company president Lee A. lacocca 
said they expect a fairly good — if not 
excellent — sales year in 1976. Ford 
conceded the company's new models 
contain few dramatic changes. 


"THE BIGGEST change in our 1976 


models is a major, across-the-board

improvement in fuel economy—an im- 
provement that we expect will aver- 
age at least 3.5 miles per gallon," he 
said. 


Ford did not disclose the company's 


proposed 1976 price hikes, but he 
called increases unavoidable, 


"The increases will be a good deal 


smaller than they were last year," he 
said, "and smaller than the general 
Increase in consumer prices." 


FORD ALSO said his company in- 


tends to sell, before the end of the 
1077 model year, cars that get more 
than 40 miles per gallon. 


The company is committed to more 


than $4 billion by 1980 in developing 
cars that meet new government safe- 
ty and pollution control standards. 
But Ford said it was time for the gov- 
ernment to give the auto industry a 
break in mandating standards. 


"What we need is for the govern- 


ment to stop piling on additional re- 
quirements at this particular time, 
with little regard for the con- 
sequences," Ford said. "We need th« 
government to recognize that the Im- 
possible cannot be made possible by 
statute or regulation." 


Stock market 
up slightly: 
gain 6.02 points 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The stock 


market meandered Thursday before 
registering a modest gain In slow 
trading on tho New York Stock Ex- 
change. 


After seesawing throughout most of 


the session, tho Dow Jones Industrial 
average, on 8.00-polnt winner Wednes- 
day, managed to gam 6.02 points to 
83831. 


Standard & Poor's 500-stock Index 


rose 0 17 to 86 30. Tho average price 
of an NYSE common share Increased 
four cents. Advances edged declines, 
728 to 589, among tho 1,752 Issues cros- 
sing tho tape. 


Volume totaled 12,810,000 shares, up 


from 12,260,000 traded Wednesday. 


TRADING WAS quiet and prices 


changed little In tho bond market. 
Short-term interest rates generally 
were lower. 


Steels In particular were strong. 


US. Steel, third most active issue, 
gained 2*4 to 68-1/8 on 103,100 shares. 
Bothclchcm gained IV'i to 39-1/8, Lu-

Rod Stewart's "Atlantic Crossing" 


album (Warner Bros, records) is a 
change in many ways. The first for a 
now record company, it also is his 
first album recorded In the United 
States and his first recorded without 
any members of the Faces, his usual 
band. 


Not all tho changes are good, how- 


ever. For the musicians on tho album, 
Stewart and producer Tom Dowd 
have chosen tho Musclo Shores 
rhythm section. They are overly com- 
petent, compared with tho occasional 
shambles tho Faces moke in their 
very loose manner. 


But tho album lacks the good party- 


feel of Stewart's previous solo efforts. 
Even his signing Is more conforming, 
less distinctive.

Only tho ono Stewart song 
is weak. For tho rest, Stewart can bo 
heard and docs a better singing Job.

Other new releases include: 
"Jamaica Say You Will" by Joo 


Cocker (A&M). Another of rock's fi- 
ner voices moves surely through a 
collection of ballads, rock and blues. 
With this album and last year's "I 
Can Stand a Little Rain" (also A&M) 
Cocker seems back In a good musical 
groove. 


Flvo of tho songs are by backup 


singers Matthew Moore, Jim Price 


(who also produces and handles the 
arrangements) and Daniel Moore. All 
three wore with Cocker on the cele- 
brated Mad Dogs and Englishmen 
tour of 1070. Also prominent on the 
album are Jim Horn's sax and Rich- 
ard Teo's organ work. 


My favorite songs ore the emotion- 


laden ballads (Cocker's strong point) 
"If I Love You" and "Where Am I 
Now," also a nice version of Randy 
Newman's "I Think It's Going to Rain 
Today." 
"E. C. WAS HERE" by Eric Clap- 


ton (RSO). This is the album Clap- 
ton's old-time fans have been waiting 
for. Culled live from his recent tour 
around the world, it highlights Clap- 
ton as a blues singer and guitar play- 
er, with plenty of long, flashy guitar 
solos. 


Highlights Include vocal duets with 


Yvonne Elllman on two Blind Faith 
songs, "Presence of the Lord" and 
"Can't Find My Way Home," and ver- 
sions of Bobby Blue Bland classics, 
"Drifting Blues" and "Farther On Up 
tho Road." 


"Why Can't We Be Friends" by 


War (United Artists). Skillfully mix- 
ing Latin, soul, rock and Jazz sounds 
as always, War again proves its tre- 
mendous versatility as well as Its 
ability to moke good music. There are 
ballads like "Lotus Blossum," Jazzy 
upbeat songs like "Dont Let Nobody 
Get You Down" and funk like "Low 
Rider." Tho title song is among the 
band's most Infectious — a sura-tire 
party favorite. 


"Slade In Flame" by Slade (Warner 


Bros.). This movie soundtrack shows 
that Slade, whom I've compared In 
tho post to the early Rolling Stones, 
also contains tho potential for growth. 
The opening "How Does It Feel?" has 
a softer sound than the. band's usual 
hard-rock, assault faro and is lyr- 
ically much more sophisticated than 
Uio bulk of the group's work.

mother, the story depicts various ele- 
ments of the llfo of the bear as they 
grow into maturity. 


The description Is detailed and at 


times violently vivid, which obviously 
represents tho several years of re- 
search Koch did In preparing the 
book. Tho polar bears, a mole and a 
female cub, are tho stars of the book. 


THE ONLY HUMANS mentioned In 


the book are a group of anonymous 
Eskimos who stalk the great white 
bears for food and furs. 


"The Year of the Polar Bear" Is no 


kid's tale. It Is a mixture of anecdotes 
about polar bear life and historical 
observations about the bears by ex- 
plorers. Koch tells the reader, for ex- 
ample, that someone named Cal- 
purnlus reported seeing white bears 
attack seals way back in 57 A.D. 


But despite all of the research and 


details, the story drags. Hardly a 
chapter goes by without a tedious re- 
frain about the bears pounding 
through some thin ice den to pluck out 
a baby seal for breakfast, lunch or 
dinner. Those scenes seem to alter- 
nate with others of the bear eating 
snow or foraging for roots and ber- 
ries. 


UNLESS Tins reader has an over- 


riding Interest In the dietetic habits of 
the polar bear, things can be a little 
slow. 


Apparently the author lacked suf- 


ficient material to write a lengthy 
book. Tho result is that the relatively 
thin (ISO-pages) volume is repetitive. 


If there is one lesson that might be 


learned from "The Year of the Polar 
Bear," it might be that except for eat- 
ing, wandering across frozen waste- 
lands and sleeping, a polar bear's life 
is pretty dull.

Among the beat landscape 
In- 


vestments nro evergreens. Whatever 
your budget allows (hero are ever- 
greens that won't stretch the budget 
to extremes. They como tn so many 
shapes and sizes that there just Isn't a 
landscape need that can't bo filled 
with on evergreen. They ore long last- 
Ing, cosy to care for and have tho 
beautiful virtue of retaining their col- 
or all through the year. With all those 
attributes It's hard to imagine any 
landscape without them. If you aren't 
already a proud owner of evergreens 
become one now for this Is a "just 
right" time to plant them. 


Before you jump tho gun and rush 


out to buy evergreens there arc things 
to consider. What size and shape do 
you need and what is Its purpose. 
There are six basic shapes and within 
those arc some offshoots. Very famil- 
iar Is tho broad pyramidal that Is tho 
year around Christmas tree. Thcso 
will grow from 20 to 50 feet high and 
hnvo quite a wide spread. Thcso are 
beautiful as specimens, that is, stand- 
Ing alone with a dramatic Impact. Fa- 
vorites In this group arc the Colorado 
Blue Spruces that, In addition to beau- 
tiful form, have blue foliage that Is 
distinctive In summer and breath-tak- 
ing against the snow In winter. 


Then there Is tho narrow pyramidal 


that grows from 12 feet on up and 
doesn't need as much spreading room 
as tho broad types. Those are good as 
specimens or planted In a row for a 
windbreak or screen. The columnar 
types are evergreens that grow even 
narrower and not so tall. These can 
be trimmed easily and are excellent 
for thick screens and hedging that 
wilt stay green all winter. In this 
jtroupSiro Arborvltacs and Junipers. 
Both of these arc hardy and, best of 
all, give a lot for the money. In this 
group aro also some that are called 
upright mounds. 


Tho round or globe types aro out- 


standing to set off an entrance or to 
soften a corner. A favorite In this 
group Is the Mugho Pine. This one has 
bright green color and gives whatever 
spot It is In the look of a Japanese 
garden. The spreading shrubs nro ver- 
satile — they grow from two to five 
feet tall not they make excellent 
screens or hedges for they form an 
Impenetrable barrier. Plant ono of 
them or a group for specimens and 


they are perfect as foundation plant- 
Ings. Among good ones are Junipers 
and Spreading Yews. The amount of 
sun available is an Important consid- 
eration, so If your planting spot isn't 
blessed with much sun you should put 
Yews on your list. 


Evergreens don't usually get much 


thought as ground covers but some 
varieties are valuable where grass is 
a problem. Choose one that Is tolerant 
of light shade to plant under a tree, or 
they will grow on a hill and stop ero- 
sion. They will grow from three to 30 
Inches toll and given time can fill 
pretty good sized areas. Don't plant 
them where you will want walking 
space. A good ono to look at is the 
Andorra Compactn that grows to 
about eight Inches tall with a three- 
four foot spread. A special beauty of 
this one is that its feathery growth 
turns from green to purple In winter. 
Many of the spreaders arc very effec- 
tive when cascading over rocks or rail 
tics. 


In addition to these basic groups 


arc weeping types and sculptured or 
topiary evergreens. The shaped ever- 
greens come in a variety of unusual 
shapes that aro oriental In appear- 
ance and don't require much space. 
There arc few landscape things that 
will be more admired or cause more 
conversation. These are the ever- 
greens so beloved by tho Japanese 
who have made the topiary plant a 
real art form. 


Another virtue of evergreens Is that 


If the space you have for landscaping 
is limited there are many in tho ever- 
green family that come in dwarf vari- 
eties. Thcso have all the beauty and 
hardiness of full size plants so how 
you landscape is limited only by your 
creativity. 


Earlier in this article it said this Is 


the "just-right" time to plant. True. 
The ground Is workable so the plant- 
ing hole can bo dug with a minimum 
of effort. More important Is that an 
evergreen planted now will be able to 
establish its roots to withstand winter 
and next spring will be ready to burst 
Into growth. That you will have color 
all winter Is another big plus. A word 
of caution — when you buy an ever- 
green be sure it Is one grown in this 
climate. Many evergreens are grown 
In warmer areas, shipped here for 
selling and come the harsh winter 
where they don't have the stamina to 
survive.

Winterize your garden 


Before tho mow starts to fly, and 


\vhilo wo ntlll have some nlco weath- 
er, tho garden should be put into 
shnpo for winter says James E. 
Schuster, Horticulture Extension Ad- 
viser at the DuPago County Coopera- 
tive Extension Service. 


Tender bulbs such as dahlias, can- 


tins and caladlums should havo been 
due before the first freeze, or when 
tho tops died down naturally. Let the 
soli dry on the bulbs and then shake it 
off. Dust tho bulbs with Captan and 
store In flats of dry sand or vcrmlcu- 
lite at 40 to SO degrees Fahrenheit. 


Dig tuberous begonias and gladiolus 


when the tops have died back. Cut the 
tops to about three inches and dry tho 
bulbs for several days. Remove tho 
dried stems If they haven't fallen off, 
dust the bulbs and store in open mesh 
bags. 


Geraniums, colcus, begonia and oth- 


er annuals need to bo brought in bo- 
fore a killing frost. Entire plants can 
lx> dug, potted and brought In if you 
have a well lighted area in which to 
keep them. With artificial light these 
pl.inls can bo kept blooming nil win- 
ter. 


If space Is n problem, take cuttings 


from the plants outdoors before frost, 
root in cither water or flats of sand 
and peat, and pot up In 2V« Inch pots. 
Keep In a cool, bright spot until plant- 
ing out time next year. 


Hybrid tea roses ore not completely 


hardy here, not because they can't 
stand the cold, but because of tho 
changeable weather. In getting rose 
plants ready for winter, remember 


that tho system should be designed, 
not to keep tho plants warm, but to 
keep them frozen all winter. 


When tho leaves have dropped, cut 


back the canes so that winter winds 
will not whip them around. Dust tho 
soil and plant with Phaltan and hill 
the soil up about a foot on the canes. 
When the soil freezes hard, mulch 
with straw, leaf mold or any other 
material available. Hold the mulch in 
place with wire fence or roso cones 
with holes in them for ventilation, 
says Schuster. 


And before you forget it, walk 


through your garden. Make a com- 
plete list of successes and failures and 
write down suggestions for next sea- 
son. If you aro like most of us, unless 
they are written down, the best ideas 
will be forgotten by tho first warm 
days next spring. 


The 'utmost' turf 


Do you want a lawn even more ex- 


quisite than a golf green? If so, take a 
good look at Kingstown velvet bent- 
grass. Of course you will have to give 
It "bcntgrass care," — primarily very 
low mowing, no less frequently than 
every other day during the growing 
season. And it may need a bit of pam- 
pering, too, so far as pH (it likes acid 
soils), watering and fertilization are 
concerned. As we have said before, a 
Kingstown velvet bcntgrass lawn, like 
n Rolls Roycc, may not be for every- 
one, but no turf is more exquisite for 
those who want a nonpareil. 


To get that fresh picked right to the 


kitchen stove flavor, It is important to 
harvest your vegetables at the right 
time. 


Certain vegetables can be picked at 


any stage of their growth. Others, 
those that do not have the desired 
taste or texture when underripe or 
overripe, must be picked at an exact 
time in their development. 


By following a few simple harvest- 


ing rules, the vegetables you have 
grown with labor and care can end up 
on your table at the peak of perfection 
— far tastier than any bought at the 
store. 


Hero are some suggestions on har- 


vesting major garden vegetables. 


Asparagus. Do not harvest aspa- 


ragus until the third year that it is in 
your garden. Asparagus spears are 
ready to harvest when they are six to 
eight inches long. 


Beans. Harvest snap beans when 


the pods are young and succulent. 
Lima beans harvested for green llmas 
should be picked when seeds are near- 
ly full size, just before turning white. 
For dry beans, let the pods mature on 
the plants, but harvest before they get 
so dry that they shatter. 


Beets. For. good quality, harvest 


beets when they are 1% inches or less 
in diameter. 


Cabbage. Cabbage heads should bo 


harvested when they are firm. 


Carrots. Carrots can be used before 


they attain full size. For fresh use, 
harvest before they exceed one inch 
in diameter. Larger roots arc good for 


canning and storage. 


Corn. For sweet, plump .kernels, 


pick sweet corn when it is in the milk 
stage, when the juice in the kernel ap- 
pears milky when punctured. Other 
signs that corn is almost ready for 
harvest are drying of the silks, full- 
ness of the tip kernels and firmness of 
the unhusked ear. 


Cucumbers. Cucumbers can be har- 


vested at almost any stage of devel- 
opment before they turn yellow. 


Eggplant. Harvest the fruits while 


they still are glossy. 


Lettuce. Harvest when lettuce 


leaves are large enough to use. 


Mtiskmelons (cantaloupes). Harvest 


these melons when they are easily 
separated from the stem. 


Onions. Green bunching onions are 


ready to pick six to eight weeks after 
planting. Dry onions take two to four 
months. 


Pens. Peas must be checked regu- 


larly for maturity. Pick the pods 
when they ore green and before peas 
begin to harden. 


Peppers. Harvest the pepper fruits 


when they are firm. 


Potatoes. Potatoes are harvested 


after the vines have died. 


Pumpkins. Allow pumpkins to ma- 


ture on the vine but harvest them 
with stems attached before the first 
severe freeze. 


Radishes. Pull radishes before hot 


weather sets in, when they reach a 
usable size. Large radishes become 
pithy. 


Rhubarb. Rhubarb should not be 


harvested the first year, the second 
year it should be harvested for only a 
few weeks. Thereafter, it can be har- 
vested each year for eight to ten 
weeks. 


Spinach. Harvest 
spinach when 


leaves are large enough to use. 


Squash. Squash varieties are di- 


vided into three classes: summer, fall 
and whiter. Use summer squashes 
when they are young and tender with 


rind easily penetrated by a thumbnail. 
The fall and winter varieties have a 
hard rind, are harvested when matur* 
and are good for storage. 


Tomatoes. Harvest the fruits when 


they are pink. At temperatures over 
70 degrees F. pick fruits just as they 
are turning color and keep them at 68 
degrees for further coloring. In the 
fall, before the first frost, pick re- 
maining fruits and ripen in a dark 
area at 60 degrees to 70 degrees F.

If you've never thought about pro- 
tection for your driveway, you can 
probably observe the results of your 
neglect.

It's time to end summer vacation

Before too long tho nights will start 


to get cooler and you will want to 
bring In those house plants that \vcro 
spending a summer vacation out- 
doors. 


The plants that I put outdoors fare 


their best during tho summer outside. 
I don't give them full sun all day, but 
they do have a spot where they get 
good light and protection. 


One of my favorites is the wax bc- 


Konln. Not only docs it flower profuse- 
ly outside, but even the foliage takes 
on a different color. Quite often I will 
sco n lot more pigmentation in the 
leaves. This Is n result of Its getting 
more light than It docs Indoors. 


Those house plants that were left In 


pots and plunged in the ground were 
twisted a quarter turn every week. 
There are two reasons for this. Tho 
first Is to keep the plants shaped prop- 
erly. If not turned they could quite 
possibly become one-sided. 


The second reason may seem a 


little hard on the plant but It Isn't. 
This is to break off any roots that 
may have found their way through the 
drainage hole in the bottom. If too 
many roots grow through the hole it 
could harm tho plant when the pot Is 
removed and brought back inside. 
Twisting off the roots as they form 
keeps tho main roots Inside the pot. 


A good time to repot plants is Just 


before bringing them back inside. 


When repotting, remember the few

simple rules. First, repot in a pot that 
is only an inch or so larger than the 
old pot. If the new pot is too large for 
the plant, It just doesn't seem to grow 
well. 


Also put drainage in tho bottom of 


the pot. A handful of large gravel 
works fine. This prevents the drain- 
age holo from becoming clogged. 


As for soil, equal parts of sterile 


packaged potting soil, peatmoss and 
vermicullte works great. With this 
mixture you know you aro not In- 
troducing new diseases and Insects. 


But take an extra precaution. Be- 


fore potting, spray the soli. And of 
course spray the plants before bring- 
ing them back Indoors, whether you 
repotted them or not.

How? to deal with weeds 


by DILL MEACHEM 


In one of my favorite comic strips 


there's a littlo boy who grows his 
weed garden every year. All the other 
children in tho school scoff at his en- 
deavors. I guess wo would, too. 


We always are striving for a weed- 


free garden. But exactly what is a 
weed? Tho real definition for a weed 
is, "a plant out of place." This means 
then, that oven tho most exotic orchid 
would bo a weed if It were growing In 
a bed of marigolds. Of course, this is 
an Impossible situation, but I have 
found some valuable plants among 
"weeds" in my garden. 


For Instance, I havo some Japanese 


barberry plants bordering my yard. 
They belong to my neighbor, but at 
tlrm-s I have found some seedling bar- 
berries growing among my roses next 
to the hedge. I guess you technically 
could call them "weeds," but I havo 
taken some of these seedlings and 
planted them elsewhere where they 
have developed into i nico little 
hedge. 


There's another "weed" among my 


roses that I abo am leaving In place. 
This is a seedling yew. How it got 
there I do not know. Perhaps It was 
dropped by a bird. But this Is another 
plane that will bo transplanted to an- 
other garden spot In a year or two. 


You may say that these are the ex- 


ceptions, and I guess they arc. But It 
only proves that a weed Is a plant out 
of place — it even could be a good 
plant. Later in the growing season, if 
you have plants of wax begonia — 
which, incidentally, Is good in both 
sun and partial shade — you may find 
a lot of littlo weeds growing around 
the base. Look closely. These could 
be seedling begonias which nature 
sowed and started for you. Take some 
and pot them. They will make nice 
house plants for the winter months. 


Weed control Is quite on involved 


science today. Wo have many ways of 
keeping them in check. For the most' 
part, weeds are a nuisance ond should 
be removed because they will take 
both moisture and nutrition from tho 
plants wo desire. Sometimes they will 
choke out good plants with their roots. 


Tho old fashioned way of controlling 


weeds in a garden is to cultivate. I 
say old fashioned, but it is still tho 
best In many instances. Lately we 
havo heard a great deal about mulch- 
Ing plants. Mulch Is a covering over 
tho sail which allows water to per- 
colate through and provides a shodo 
to keep weed seedlings from growing. 
Straw, hay and even shredded news- 
paper make good mulches. Then, you 
can buy materials like cocoa bean 
hills, shredded bark and other more 
decorative materials for mulching. 


Hay and straw mulches don't look 


the best In many places. In the vege- 
table garden, though, they may moke 
the best mutch because you are not 
looking for decoration in this part of 
tho garden. 


A word of caution about mulching 


with some of these materials. Under a 
straw mulch I usually find a lot of 
sow bugs and slugs, especially during 
a moist season. These can make a 
feast of your, plants. As a precaution, 
I will usually spray tho soil with rose 
and flower spray before putting down 
a mulch. 


Another thing that has been report- 


ed to me — I don't havo tho problem 
— l« that mulches of loose material 
are Ideal for mice runs. Now mice ore 
quite destructive to plants in some 
areas. They will nibble awav at bulbs 
and other plants to their liking. Some- 
timeg the old fashioned methods of 
cultivating weeds out of the garden 
can b« beat 


Actually, weeds grow primarily In 


the spring. Get rid of them early to 
avoid trouble. Generally, two or three 
good wecdlngs or cultivatmgs is all 
that you need for tho whole season. 


As tho delights of Oriental cuisine 


become Increasingly popular with the 
American homemaker, the gentle art 
of vegetable cookery is coming into 
its own. As a result, unusual vege- 
table gardens are flourishing across 
the country. 


Fresh, tender and flavorsome vege- 


tables are at the heart of good vege- 
table cooking, Oriental-style. And 
what better assurance than to raise 
them In your own garden? 


When you grow Oriental vegetables, 


you can havo now, different and appe- 
tizing surprises for tho family — in 
appetizers, salads, vegetable dishes, 
even as separate courses or in full 
meatless meals. 


In contrast to the matter-of-fact ap- 


proach to vegetable cooking taken by 
most Americans, the Chinese and 
Japanese have great regard for vege- 
tables and have evolved ways of pre- 
paring them with appeal, care and 
flair. Tho Oriental emphasis is to 
bring out the delicate flavor of each 
Individual vegetable by Wok cooking 
in a little oil, by steaming, or by using 
just a little liquid. 


There's a wide selection of Oriental 


vegetables you can grow, Including 
mustard cabbage, soybean sprouts, 
Chinese Cabbage, edible pea pods, 
celery cabbage, water chestnuts, Chi- 
nese parsley, white radish and bitter 
melon — just to name a few. 


Consider raising Chinese or celery 


cabbage and edible podded sugar peas 
— as two good examples. 


Hybrid Chinese cabbage is consid- 


ered an excellent choice for home 
gardeners, grown either as a spring 
or fall crop. It has a spicy flavor, and 
a short broad shape. In planting, tuck 
tho seeds about one-half Inch deep, 
about eight to 16 seeds per foot. Leave 
10 to 12 inches between the plants, 


and 18 to 24 inches between the rows. 


Celery cabbage, tall or short, has a 


delicate tartness and celery crunch 
that is appealing in both Oriental and 
Occidental dishes. Include it In a suki- 
yaki platter or Chinese stir-fry mix- 
tures. Or cut It in wedges or slices 
and steam It, then serve it buttered or 
topped with sour cream.'Or shred it 
for a coleslaw salad." 


Edible-podded sugar peas (a special 


treat flash fried with sliced pork or 
beef) also can be planted either in 
spring or fall. It's best to pick these 
peas when very young, just as the 
peas begin to form. Although you can 
cat the peas shelled at later stages,. 
you won't be able to take advantage 
of the pods. 
1 


The young pea pods are delicious 


stir-fried in a Wok. You can use them 
in mixed vegetable dishes, in salads 
after they have cooled or as garnishes 
from both meat and fish dishes. 


In preparing Oriental vegetables, 


tho Wok is a critical tool - and it's 
also fun and fast. Vegetables which 
are stir or flash fried In a Wok cook 
very quickly, with just a little oil in 
the lower portion of the Wok. 


But the Wok also can be used for a 


variety of cooking purposes: for par- 
boiling, simmering, braising, deep-fat 
frying, and steaming. 


When you stir-fry vegetables, re- 


member that cutting and assembling 
the vegetables in advance is impor- 
tant. Vegetables that are more thinly 
sliced or sliced on the diagonal will 
cook more quickly. And faster cooking 
vegetables, of course should go in 
last. 


The secret to this centuries-old Ori- 


ental cooking technique is advance 
preparation and understanding its 
rules. The method is similar to 
sautclng, but faster and truly ex- 


citing. The ingredients are precisely 
sliced, diced, or minced, then tossed 
vigorously at a very high temperature 
in a small amount of oil. The hot oil 
seals in the juices and flavor and the 
fast cooking retains color and texture. 


No matter what vegetables you're 


preparing in a Wok, remember the 
timing really makes a difference. 
Each vegetable should be added sepa- 
rately and in sequence so that all are 
properly cooked at the same time. 
Coordination, timing, a sense of se- 
quence, the right amount of heat — 
and your Wok-cooked, home-grown 
vegetables will be a smash success at 
the family dinner table.

00 SNAKES REALLY HAVE LIVE 
BABIES? 


Most makes lay eggs, but others 


give birth to live babies. In North 
America, about 100 of the native 
snakes bear live babies and about 150 
species lay eggs. In other ports of the 
world, the egg-layers far outnumber 
the llve-bearors. 


Our native king makes and bull 


snakes, pine snakes and coral makes 
all lay eggs. They are pale oval-shape 
eggs with tough, pliable shells. As a 
rule, the female lays her brood on the 
ground and leaves them to hatch in 
the land or warm soil. The youngsters 
are miniature copies of their parents 
and all ready to go as soon as they 
shed their shells. 


Our native boas, water snakes and 


garter snakes give birth to live 
babies. So do our deadly copperheads 


MARK TRAIL 


and water moccasins and all of our 
poisonous rattlesnakes. In most Hve- 
bearing species the infants stay inside 
the mother's body from four to six 
months. This gives them plenty of 
time to develop, and when they 
emerge the youngsters also are ready 
to take care of themselves. 


When the time comes to give birth, 


the live-bearing mother snake is rest- 
less and irritable. But she settles 
down as the babies emerge one by 
one. Each Infant snake arrives coiled 
up and neatly wrapped in a clear 
membronce, which looks like a plastic 
bag. It may take 10 minutes to 
emerge, and the next may begin 
emerging in just a few seconds. 


In some species the mother snake. 


takes a rest after each birth, to com- 
plete delivery takes many hours. In 
some cases the newborn bates break 
out of their plastic bogs within a few 
minutes. Others wait an hour or even 
a day or more. The mother shows 
little or no interest in her offspring. 


When her delivery duties are done, 
she may rest awhile. Then she glides 
away in search of a good dinner. The 
deserted babies also are hungry, but 
they are able to find their own food. 


In North America we have perhaps 


30 different rattlesnakes, ranging 
from 2 to 7 feet in length. All of them 
bear live babies, usually In late sum- 
mer or fall. The tall of each newborn 
Infant ends with a small button. He 
soon sheds his skin and gains the first 
section of his rattle. Thereafter a new 
bony bead is added to the rattle every 
time he sheds his skin.

NEW YORK — "The Guns of Au- 


tumn," a CBS Reports special on 
hunting to bo aired tonight, takes aim 
at hunting and modern "game man- 
agement" to prove the camera con be 
almost as deadly a weapon as the 
rifle. 


The program states there are 20 


million hunters in the United States 
and goes on to show some of them 
going after black bear, birds, deer, 
buffalo and exotic animals. 


The result is a report in blood-curdl- 


ing living color of the slaughter of 
wildlife by men and women who do 
not so much hunt animals as execute 
them. 


True sportsmen among hunters may 


find "Guns" as graphically horrible 
as will those who disapprove of the 
sport. 


THE NETWORK already lias been 


under considerable pressure 
from 


hunting and gun groups. It has set 
aside 7-8 p.m. Sunday, Sept. 28, to air 
the controversy that inevitably will 
follow. 


"Guns" is an effective Indictment 


against the modem breed of. hunter. 


The most appalling shots were at a 


mile-square fenced-ln private game 
preserve outside Detroit. 


The viewer sees a hunter shoot a 


white fallow deer after paying $425. 
The animal is wounded, but no one 
seems able to kill It quickly. They 
don't want it shot in a way that will 
spoil the head as a trophy. Their tin- 
caring ineptness is sickening. 


One of the men turns to the hunters 


and says, "Nice shooting. I like how 
you crippled him, you know, you 
didn't want to ruin the meat."

Tubby' Raymond, successful coach

We don't go in 
for stuff llko the Rico coach who onco 
in a prc-gnmo talk broke a leg off n 
table, smashed the blackboard with it, 
and then this was the signal for a 
scries of firecrackers to go off in tho 
shower room." 


Will Gobrecht, coach of Dickinson 


College in Carlisle, Pa., said that "wo 
don't believe In the old Knuto Rockno 
theory. They must do the work on tho 
field. 


"Onco, I was tho rantln* type, but 


ono day I was dressing tho team 
down, calling 'cm chumps, and stuff 
llko that, and ono of ray players said 
to mo aside, 'Coach, that's not tho 
proper way to do things.' And I saw 
ho was right, that tho team was de- 
pressed Instead of uplifted. So I 
changed." 


"We leave mtwt of the motivating to 


the players," mild John Du*hohky of 
Austin Peay In Tennessee. "A few 
years ago the whole thing Involved In 
coaching was how long a player's 
sldeburnt should Iw anil whether we 
ought to permit him a mustache. 


"Now wo know all that Is ridiculous, 


and hair has nothing to do with his 
performance or ours. I've learned that 
you can only brcntho so much flro 
Into n kid. A winner will almost al- 
ways find a way to win, a loser will 
always find tho best way to screw up. 


"I tell n player that If he gives 100 


per cent, then he'll never have any 
trouble looking at himself In tho mir- 
ror. As for getting ready for a game, 
1 lot 'em laugh or frown or do any- 
thing they want Each guy is different 
insldo.

"There Is ono thing I do, though," 


tho coach continued. "Before a game 
I show them a picture and read tho 
accompanying poem about a four- 
year-old who walks in braces.

Some coaches still believe In the 


rah-rah technique and like to tell the 
story of the device used by Biggie 
Munn when he was coach of Michigan 
State. Munn had someone hold a torch 
In Might the way' for the team onto 
the field. But tho lighter fluid spilled 
nil over once and when he lit tho 
torch the locker room nearly burned 
down. 


"Wo prepare our players mentally 


by allowing our coaches and captains 
to give a pep talk just prior to tho 
game," said Hoywood Sclssum of Tus- 
kcgeo Institute in Alabama. "It puts 
the team as high as a kite. 


"People talk about tho new 'sophis- 


ticated' nttilcto but don't let anyone 
fool you. Wo get them from New York 
and Chicago and everywhere else to 
school down hero In Alabama, and the 
pep talks work with these fellows." 


Paul Wallrof of Puget Sound In Ta- 


como, Wash., agrees. "Wo play log- 
ging records with songs tolling of tho 
hard work, hardships and good times 
of being a logger In tho great North 
Woods. It's been amazing how these 
'cool1 modern-day players have reac- 
ted. At first they thought it was bush 
and corny and reacted with laughter 
and disdain. Now they react with 
prldo and enthusiasm." 


As for tho halftime 
"fire-up" 


speeches, tho best comment I heard 
came from Delaware's Raymond. 


"We don't have time for that kind of 


stuff," Raymond said, "because first, 
wo havo to go over the technical as- 
pects at halftlmo.

Pardee remembers the Dolphins 
Shuffled Bears face tough Miami 


Jack Pardee has seen the Miami 


Dolphins up close before. So have the 
Chicago Bean. 


But when the Bears visit Miami to 


meet Don Shula's Dolphins at 7 p.m. 
CST, Saturday, for their fifth pre-sca-' 
son game, you can bet all those past 
links will go by the board. 


It was January, 1973, in Los Angeles 


when linebacker Pardee and his 
Washington Redskin teammates tried, 
unsuccessfully, to wrestle'the Super 
Bowl title from the Dolphins (14-7). It 
was the finale of a 15-year playing ca- 
reer for the former All-Pro. 


Since then, Pardee — the NFL't 


youngest coach at 38 — spent a year 
•i Washington's linetncklng coach 
and led the unpaid, new defunct, Flor- 
ida Blazers to finals In last summer's 
WFL playoffs. 


Last season, the Dolphins met the 


Bean for the fourth time, crushed 
them, 30-7, In Chicago, and may have 
signaled the beginning of the Pardee 
era. 


Since then, general manager Jim 


Finks and Pardee have 
shuffled 


coaches, front office and players, at- 
tempting to return the Monsters of the 
Midway to their once lofty perch. 


Their most recent decisions, on 


Wednesday, involved sending second 
year defensive tackle Dave Gallagher 
to the New York Giants for wide re- 
ceiver Bob Grim plus an undisclosed 
draft choice. 


That leaves Pardee with two well- 


experienced receivers who've Joined 
the Bears in recent days. They picked 
up Ron Shanklln from Pittsburgh be- 


fore last weekend's 134 home debut 
loss to Denver. 


Grim and Shanklin have 14 NFL 


seasons between them and each has 
been an All-Pro receiver, Grim with 
the Minnesota Vikings and Shanklin at 
Pittsburgh. 


While obtaining Grim, Pardee also 


disposed of placeklcker Mirro Roder, 
free safety Garry Lyle, guards Ernie 
Janet and Rick Anthony and wide re- 
ceiver Wayne Wheeler, thus further 
severing ties with the Abe Glbron Re- 
gime. 


Miami fans filing into the, Orange 


Bowl' and Chlcagoans following on 
television (Channel 2, '7 p.m.)1 will 
surely need a program, especially 
when the Bears go on offense.

A directory for buying 
a recreational vehicle

If one has extra money this year 


and wonts to get away from it all in 
style, it could be tempting to buy a 
recreational vehicle RV. 


"I'm going to buy a camper," one 


says to an RV-er friend. 
, "Great!" soys he. "A pickup camp- 
er, fifth wheel, or motorhome." 


"Er, a trailer." 
"Tent-trailer, travel trailer, park 


model or high-low?" 


For the befuddled, here's a directo- 


ry of what was showing this summer 
at the Recreational Vehicle Show. 


The easiest RV to pull with an or- 


dinary car Is a tent-trailer. It's a few 
appliances mounted In a low box so it 
takes little extra gas. At camp the lid 
becomes a roof and beds slide out on 
the ends with airy canvas walls. 
There arc also models with full hard 
shells. 


A high-low trailer pretends It's a 


tent-trailer on the road, but then the 
solid pillbox top rises to form a con- 
ventional trailer shape. 


A travel trailer can be small enough 


for a station wagon or so huge it 
needs a pickup truck, but it's still nar- 
row enough to fit on the road. Back in 
tho '50s Lucille Ball's "Long, Long 
Trailer" was a 36-foot mobile home, 
but now 36 feet is just a travel trailer 
— and has a fancier bathroom. 


For living on a site semi-per- 


manently, there are even bigger 
"park model" trailers. Many have an 
extra sitting room that pulls out from 
the side. 


If you have a pickup, you can top It 


with a simple cap to make a cave to 
live In. A pickup camper Is a trailer 
that slides onto the bed. If you put a 
big unit on a small truck, you get a 
very topheavy road hazard. 


But fifth wheels seemed to be the 


big pickup vehicle at the 1975 RV 
show. Fifth wheels ride on their own 
four wheels and attach to the pickup 
bed like a semi-trailer, leaving room 
for beds In the forward loft. 


One older couple at the show said 


fifth wheels are being bought by 
"people like us" who want to follow 
the sun in comfort. They said getting 
into bed on your knees may be tough, 
but It's easier than crawling into the 
cab-over bunks on pickup campers. A 
fifth wheel also is a lot easier to de- 
tach than a pickup camper. 


Then there are motorhomes in all 


sizes, from the air-conditioned mon- 
sters to the minis that look like trail- 
ers grafted onto the rear of a van. 
Even smaller are the van con- 
versions, which may have a pop-up 
roof so one can stand up. 


The floor plans are infinite and the 


number of firms In the industry Is 
mind-boggling, so take some time to 
shop around and make sure the whole 
family — not Ed next door — likes it. 
An RV stops being "cozy" about 90 
minutes into an all-day rainstorms if 
it doesn't fit your family like a wet 
bicycling jersey.

WEST SENECA, N.Y. (UPI) - Af- 


ter breaking the sex barriers in Little 
League baseball and soap box derby 
racing, girls are turning to a more 
physical sport —ice hockey —says 
director of the nation's only girl's 
hockey school. 


"I think a lot of the girls feel they 


have a need for a more vigorous 
sport," says Russell DiBartolo, office 
coordinator of the Buffalo 
Sabres 


Summer Hockey School. "When they 
play hockey, they find they like it a 
lot." 


Fifty girls between the ages of 8 


and 18 attended the one-week school 
in August. DiBartolo says one teenage 
girl came 1,000 miles to attend the 
classes. . 


Last year 30 girls attended. The 


school had to turn away applicants 
this year because "we just didn't 
have space for more than 50 girls," 
says DiBartolo. 


The girls spend seven hours a day 


in classrooms and on the ice learning 
the same techniques boys leam in an- 
other part of the school. 


"First we work on skating funda- 


mentals, then we move to stick han- 


dling and passing the puck, then to 
team play. The program ends with a 
regulation game," DiBartolo says. 


"There's nothing different in teach- 


ing the girls from the boys," says Pe- 
ter McNab, a Sabres player and one 
of the instructors at the school. "You 
try to teach them the same fundamen- 
tals. 


"These girls are good learners. 


They've been shot out from these 
things for so long, they don't waste 
any time. They're here because of 
their Interest in hockey." 


DiBartolo says so many girls are 


playing hockey now that the Buffalo 
Metropolitan area should have enough 
girl hockey players this season to 
have recreational leagues for several 
age groups. Last year, all age groups 
played in one eight-team league. 


"Basically, they play the same 


game as boys," he says. "But there's 
much less fighting. A lot of fighting 
with the boys has to do with spectat- 
or expectations that they're going to 
fight. These expectations are not 
there for the girls, so they take a 
more rational approach. 


"It appears the girls try to finesse 


more, while the boys try to barge on 


through." 


Some girls are already playing in 


boys' leagues, he says, adding that a 
woman might someday play profes- 
sional hockey with men. 


"It's just a matter of training and 


socialization," he says. "As far as 
strength and agility are concerned 
there's no reason girls can't train for 
that and play with boys. I don't see 
any problem with their taking the 
lumps. We all wear equipment." 


DiBartolo says 
that goaltender 


would be the best position for a wom- 
an to break into professional hockey. 


"There's not much contact there 


and attitudinal problems wouldn't be 
the same as on a line," he says. 


Gerry Meehan, of the NHL Atlanta 


Flames, director of the school, dis- 
agrees with DiBartolo, saying "at this 
point I think physical aspects make 
the pro level more than a woman 
could put up with. If a woman wanted 
to develop herself to the same point 
where she was as physically strong as 
a man, then it might be possible. But 
that's highly unlikely." 


However, Meehan agrees that fe- 


male interest Is growing in hockey •• 
a participant sport rather than a 
game to be watched from the stands.

City urged to seek 
U.S. housing funds

The DCS Plaines Chapter of the 


Loaguo of Women Voters has asked 
city officials to consider seeking 
$330,000 under the U. S. Housing and 
Community Development Act of 197-1. 


Lorolca Wcllcr, president of the 


group, Thursday said letters have 
been sent to Mayor Herbert II. Behrcl 
and aldermen asking the matter be 
considered In the near future. 


"Wo have requested this because 


we feel If tlio city is going to apply, 
they're going lo have to do it very 
shortly," sho said. 


Tho city council voted in February 


not to apply for funds for the first 
year of tho federal program. The city, 
however, has tho option to apply for 
funds for any part of the six-year pro- 
gram. 


THE PUOGRAM, which could have 


brought the city more than $2.5 mil- 
lion, is aimed at making public im- 
provements to benefit low-and moder- 
ate-income families and preventing 
unsightly neighborhoods. 


Mrs. Wcllcr said while her organiza- 


tion has favored tho program from 
the start, there arc no plans to solicit 
support from residents and other or- 
ganizations in the city. 


"What wo want to do is work with 


the city council and mayor to deter- 
mine what they want to do," she said. 
"The Important thing is that this bo 
considered so the city can apply for 
tho funds if it wants to. 


"We are not going to try to force 


tho city council to do something they 
don't want to do," Mrs. Wcllcr said.

Residents in Hlvcr Trails Dlst. 28 


may bo faced with a tax rate referen- 
dum before the year ends lo save the 
district from an increasingly grim fi- 
nancial future. 


Ralph Bcaudoln, district business 


manager, salt! a fall referendum 
would bo necessary for the district to 
receive tho funds during tho 1976-77 
school year. Tho 1975-76 school year 
will end with the district $160,000 in 
tho red because attendance and corre- 
sponding state old, is dropping while 
expenses are rising. 


Bcaudoln is expected to present u 


referendum proposal to school board 
members in tho near future that will 
summarize tho reasons why the dis- 
trict must seek additional tax dollars 
from Its residents or face bankruptcy. 


"IN SCHOOL FINANCE, there arc 


two sources of revenue — state aid 
and taxes," Bcaudoln said. "The 
amount of state aid you receive is a 
(unction of your enrollment." 


Bcaudoln has projected a steady 


drop in enrollment over tho next few 
years, but the drop may be sharper 
than ho planned. The district expected 


2,602 pupils this year, but so far, 
they've registered only 2.505, he said. 
That means a loss of $1,260 per pu- 
pil," Bcaudoln said. 


Under the resource equalizer state 


aid formula a school-district must 
mnkc a maximum taxing effort to re- 
ceive the maximum state aid per pu- 
pil, $1,260. That means the total oper- 
ating fund tax rate — including edu- 
cation, building, Illinois Municipal Re- 
tirement, lawsuit Insurance and work- 
ing cash funds — must total $1.95 per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation. 
Dist. 20 has reached that $1.05 per 
$100 and exceeded It through a back- 
door referendum, now levying $2.0343 
per $100 for those five funds. 


At the same time, however, the 


state legislature designed the re- 
source equalizer formula to spread 
the state aid Increase over four years. 
This year, Dist. 20 and other districts 
around the state will bo receiving 75 
per cent of the full amount of state 
aid to which they arc entitled. Be- 
cause Dlst. 26 is making a maximum 
effort of .$2.03 per $100 equalized as- 
sessed valuation, they will receive 100

pened to pistachios and pistachio Ice 
cream recently, you can add them to 
tho ever growing list of Items and 
products In short supply on tho world 
market. Shortages, whether natural 
or Induced, also mean a rbc In prices 
— for oil or pistachios. 


"Sure tho price for pistachios Is sky 


high, but there's no shortage. In fact, 


there was a record crop but the Shah 
of Iran kept them all over there just 
like oil," said a spokesman for the 
Midwest Nut and Seed Co. 


A SPOKESMAN for the marketing 


division of Baskin-Robblns Ice Cream 
Co. said the Shah "made so much 
money on his oil that he held them off 
the market." 


Both men said the Shah, rather than 


have his farmers take a beating on a 
flooded market, purchased about half 
tho crop. Tho nuts, rich in protein, 


were used In free lunch programs for 
Iranian school children and to supple- 
ment the diet of the Army. 


While students and soldiers were 


munching on tho tasty nuts, American 
ice cream addicts were starting to 
suffer. 


Brcslcr Ice Cream Co., operators of 


the 33 Flavor Shops, found the cost of 
the nuts "prohibitive."

New encephalitis case; total now 86

Another suspected case of encepha- 


litis was reported in the Northwest 
suburbs Thursday as the total number 
of confirmed, suspected and probably 
cases rose to 86 in Cook County. 


A 56-year-old Mount Prospect man 


was listed in good condition at North- 
west Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights wnere he is being tested for 
the disease. A spokesman said the 
man, whom hospital officials would 
not name, was admitted to the hospi- 
tal Wednesday "with a fever of unde- 
termined origin." 


A 35-year-old Schaumburg man sus- 


pected to have tho disease was still in 
serious condition Thursday at Alexlan 
Brothers Medical Center in Elk Grove 
Village. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS said the 


man, in a comma in the intensive 
care unit of the hospital, was admit- 
ted Friday for other medical reasons. 
They said he is' being tested for en- 
cephalitis but refused to comment fur- 
ther on the case. 


A 29-year-old Bolingbrook man, also 


suspected of having tho disease, was 
released from Alexlan Brothers 
Thursday after tests showed he did 
not have encephalitis. He is the sec- 
ond case in Illinois to bo removed from 
the suspected and probable list since 
the epidemic began. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


reported 22 new cases of the disease 
in the state Thursday, bringing the to- 
tal to 129. Thirteen of the new cases 
were reported in Cook County. 


A 27-year-old La Grange woman 


was added to the confirmed list while 
four new probable cases were report- 
ed in Chicago, Palos Heights, and Ev- 
ergreen Park. Eight new suspected 
cases were hospitalized in Chicago, 
Palos Heights and Berwyn. One sus- 
pected case was reported in Hinsdale. 


STATE HEALTH officials said it 


was impossible to tell if the disease 
has peaked or if Cook County can 
expect more new cases. The officials, 
along with a team of specialists 
from the Center for Disease Control in 
Colorado, will begin collecting 'and 
classifying birds and mosquitos in an 
attempt to locate the disease source. 
Encephalitis is transmitted from birds 
to human beings by the insects. 


Wilbur Mitchell, head of the North- 


west Mosquito Abatement District, 
said crews are starting their second 
round of mosquito spraying in the 


Northwest suburbs. He said crews 
would spray the Schaumburg area 
again Thursday night since the 36- 
year-old Schaumburg man suspected 
to have the disease may have been 
bitten there. 


Schaumburg health department offi- 


cials said they would work with hospi- 
tal officials to determine if the man 
may have contracted the disease in 
Schaumburg. 


Larry Eilcs, health services direc- 


tor in Mount Prospect, said ponds and 
open bodies of water in the village 
have been checked and "nothing has 
been found out of the ordinary." 


Symptoms of the disease Include 


h e a d a c h e , high fever, and dis- 
orientation and eventually a coma. 
Most victims recover spontaneously 
but the disease can result in brain 
damage and death.

Chicago suburbs will get help in 


claiming an equal share of federal 
subsidies for mass transportation if a 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission staff recommendation is ap- 
proved next week.

views federal grant applications that 
affect the six metropolitan Chicago 
counties and two northwest Indiana 
counties, is expected to approve tho 
grant under the same conditions, a 
NIPC spokesman said. 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scan- 


Ion is one of 10 officials objecting to 
the grant under the terms of the ap- 
plication. 


In a letter to NIPC, Scanlon said,

funding the Chicago Transit Authority 
bus system 100 per cent while funding 
suburban transit systems less than 100 
per cent.

Township OKs fund hike for the handicapped 


The Elk Grove Township Board of 


Trustees Thursday approved a more 
substantial grant for the Northwest 
Special Recreation Assn., which pro- 
vides programs for mentally and 
physically handicapped persons. 


Township officials already had ap- 


proved $15.000 for the regional agen- 
cy. That sum could increase to as 
much as $23,000, the special recrea- 
tion group estimated. 


Under the program, the township 


has been asked to contribute $1.50 an 
hour for time township residents par- 
ticipate In special recreation activi- 
ties. The township Thursday agreed to 
pay $2 an hour this year. 


The board said It would transfer

BUT THAT WILL provide only

Toll old Shah, "Let my pistachios 


BO-" 


If you're wondering what has hap- 


pened to pistachios and pistachio Ice 
cream recently, you can add them to 
the ever growing list of Items and 
products In short supply on the world 
market. Shortages, whether natural 
or induced, also mean a rise in prices 
— for oil or pistachios. 


"Sure the price for pistachios is sky 


high, but there's no shortage. In fact, 


there was a record crop but the Shah 
of Iran kept them all over there just 
like oil." said a spokesman for the 
Midwest Nut and Seed Co. 


A SPOKESMAN for the marketing 


division of Baskin-Robbins Ice Cream 
Co. said the Shah "made so much 
money on his oil that he held them off 
the market." 


Both men said the Shah, rather than 


have his farmers take a beating on a 
flooded market, purchased about half 
the crop. The nuts, rich in protein, 


were used in freo lunch programs for 
Iranian school children and to supple- 
ment the diet of the Army. 


While students and soldiers were 


munching on tho tasty nuts, American 
Ice cream addicts were starting to 
suffer. 


Breslcr Ice Cream Co., operators ot 


the 33 Flavor Shops, found tho cost of 
the nuts "prohibitive."

ergreen Park. Eight new suspected 
coses were hospitalized In Chicago, 
Palos Heights and Berwyn. One sus- 
pected cose was reported in Hinsdalc. 


STATE HEALTH officials said it 


was impossible to tell If the disease 
has peak/xi or if Cook County can 
expect more new cases. The officials, 
along with a team of specialists 
from the Center for Disease Control in 
Colorado, will begin collecting and 
classifying birds and mosquitos In an 
attempt to locate the disease source. 
Encephalitis is transmitted from birds 
to human beings by the insects. 


Wilbur Mitchell, head of the North- 


west Mosquito Abatement District, 
said crews are starting their second 
round of mosquito spraying in the 
Northwest suburbs. He said crews 
would spray the Schaumburg area 
again Thursday night since the 36- 
year-old Schaumburg man suspected 
to have the disease may have been 
bitten there.

Symptoms of the disease include 


h e a d a c h e , high fever, and dis- 
orientation and eventually a coma. 
Most victims recover spontaneously 
but the disease can result in brain 
damage and death. 


NIPC seeks equal share 
of RTA funds for suburbs

Chicago suburbs will get help in 


claiming an equal .share of federal 
subsidies for mass transportation if a 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission staff recommendation is ap- 
proved next week. 


The NIPC staff has reviewed a 


request 
by the Regional Trans- 


portation Authority for $50.5 million in 
federal operating subsidies and will 
recommend approval at a meeting 
Wednesday with the requirement that 
distribution of the money bo equitable 
to all areas. 


The NIPC review will be sent to 


Washington, D.C., with attached 
copies of all comments from munid- 
p a I i t i e s in the six-county RTA 
area. Most of the 257 communities 
have given no response, but 10 have 
filed negative statements and five 
have submitted conditional approval 
statements. 


THE NIPC STAFF has recommend- 


ed that the RTA be required to notify 
NIPC of all disbursements so fairness 
can be monitored. The recommenda- 
tion reflects (he opinions of the sub- 
urbs objecting to the grant. 


The Bi-State Commission, which re- 


views federal grant applications that 
affect the six metropolitan Chicago 
counties and two northwest Indiana 
counties, is expected to approve the 
grant under the same conditions, a 
NIPC spokesman said. 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scan- 


Ion is one of 10 officials objecting to 
the grant under the terms of the ap- 
plication. 


In a letter to NIPC, Scanlon said, 


"The RTA has blatantly dis- 
criminated against the suburbs by 
funding tho Chicago Transit Authority 
bus system 100 per cent while funding 
suburban transit systems less than 100 
per cent. We feel a more eq'ultable 
formula for both suburban systems 
and the Chicago system should be im- 
plemented to eliminate this dis- 
criminatory practice." 


Hoffman Estates and DCS Plaines 


have filed conditional approval state- 
ments. DCS Plaines Mayor Herbert 
Behrel said he hopes a more favor- 
able distribution of funds is set up in 
the future. "The suburbs were as- 
sured of better funding processes than 
is apparent now," Behrel wrote. 


Village Pres. Virginia Hayter, Hoff- 


man Estates, said comment was im- 
possible without further details. 
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Lake County Board member Glenn 


Miller, of Long Grove, announced 
Thursday he intends to try to have the 
Bank of Wheeling reinstated as a de- 
pository for county funds. 


Miller is a minority stockholder and 


a director of the bank. 


The county board voted at its July 


meeting to omit the bank from the list 
of county depositories because of a 
pending lawsuit filed by the bank 
agninst the county. 


Miller said he felt county board 


members misunderstood the bank's 
tole in the lawsuit. The suit was filed 
by the bank as an officer of a private 
trust, Miller said, and it had no other 
Interest in the matter. 


THE LAWSUIT challenges tho coun- 


ty treasurer's practice of charging 
taxpayers for the collection of taxes. 


For the last 14 years, the bank has 


collected taxes for Lake County at no 
cost to the county, Miller said. In or- 
der to continue collecting taxes for 
the county, the bank must be desig- 
nated as a depository, he added. 


About one-third of the county's 


taxes are collected by banks, and 10 
per cent of the bank-collected., taxes{ 
are collected through Wheeling'Bank;>:

Settlement for teachers 
enters final negotiations 


Teachers and board members in 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 "are 
just an eyelash away" from final set- 
tlement of tho 1073-78 teacher con- 
tract, Hugh Brady, a union negotiator, 
said Thursday. 


Union and board negotiating teams 


met Wednesday, tho first time both 
sides havo met since tho board de- 
clared an Impasse in talks Aug. 23. 
Tho Impasse was declared because 
teachers refused tho board's offer of a 
10 per cent Increase In salary and 
fringe benefits. Teachers said they 
wanted a minimum IS per cent in- 
crease In tho financial package. 


But the Dlst. 21 school board in- 


structed Us negotiating team last 
week to continue contract talks. 
Teachers gave their team similar In- 
structions when they met tho day be- 
fore they reported to tho schools. 


"Wo got together and didn't do any- 


thing formally, but I think we're an 
eyelash away from a settlement," 
Brady said. 


"WE'RE GOING to begin again Fri- 


day (today). Wo think wo can work 
out our differences," said John Bar- 
gcr, Dlst. 21 associate superintendent 
and spokesman for tho board negotiat- 
ing team. 


Both sides said that since they are 


working together again, no mediator 
will bo called in. 


The two teams will meet informally 


today, but a full formal session will be 
held Monday. 


"I think we're on the verge of set- 


tling,"Brady said. But he declined to 
list issues which are still unsettled. 
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Robert Buerger, Wheeling Civil De- 


fense director, will resign as head of 
the volunteer organization Monday in 
the midst of disclosures of Internal 
problems within the group. 


Buerger said Thursday he will sub- 


mit his resignation to the board Mon- 
day, but declined to reveal the con- 
tents of the letter or the reasons for 
his resignation. 


"I tried to do the job of keeping the 


Civil Defense in the eyes of the public, 
and I think I did that," he said. 


BUERGER HAS BEEN director of 


Civil Defense since Its inception In 
1957. His most recent term expired 
June 30, but the board failed to 
rcappoint him or name a successor 
for him. 


Trustee Otis Hedlund, chairman of 


the judiciary and purchasing com- 
mittee, denied reports Thursday Buer- 
ger had been asked to resign. "That is 
not the case," Hedlund said. "We've 
had some problems in Civil Defense, 


said. "Five years Is generally the 
right lead time." 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS plans to 


widen Arlington Heights Road be- 
tween Rand Road and 
University 


Drive in conjunction with an Arlington 
Heights Road underpass at Northwest 
Highway. 


Tho widening will eliminate a 


serious two-lane bottleneck between 
four-lano stretches of Arlington 
Heights Road and will leave only tho 
Dundee to Lake-Cook roads segment 
for improvement. 


Frederichs said it was too early to 


estimate the cost or construction time 
of tho Dundee to Lake-Cook project. 
The Rand Road to University Drive 
widening, a stretch of road about a 
quarter mile longer than Dundee to 
Lake-Cook, is estimated to cost $1.5 
million.

fense could lose its state accreditation 
and be ineligible for federal and state 
financial grants. 


Hedlund said these problems con- 


cern the board and are in part the 
reason for a delay in reappolntlng 
Buerger. The trustee added the lack 
of a village-wide disaster plan is the 
most distrubing thing troubling the 
board. 


HEDLUND SAID HE believes "per- 


sonality clashes" within the organiza- 
tion are In part responsible for the 
lack of a disaster plan. 


Buerger declined to comment on the 


recent attacks against Civil Defense 
and would not say if the recent dis- 
closures were responsible for his res- 
ignation. 


He said he probably will not be at 


the board meeting Monday, but his 
reasons for resigning will be spelled 
out in his letter to the board, he said.

NIPC seeks equal share

views federal grant applications that 
affect the six metropolitan Chicago 
counties and two northwest Indiana 
counties, is expected to approve the 
grant under the same conditions, a 
NIPC spokesman said.

ed in Chicago, Palos Heights, and Ev- 
ergreen Park. Eight new suspected 
cases were hospitalized in Chicago, 
Palos Heights and Berwyn. One sus- 
pected case was reported in Hlnsdale. 


STATE HEALTH officials said it 


was impossible to tell if the disease 
has poakad or if Cook County can 
expect more new cases. The officials, 
along with a team of specialists 
from the Center for Disease Control in 
Colorado, will begin collecting and 
classifying birds and mosquitos in an 
attempt to locate the disease source. 
Encephalitis is transmitted from birds 
to human beings by the insects. 


Wilbur Mitchell, head of the North- 


west Mosquito Abatement District, 
said crews are starting their second 
round of mosquito spraying in the 
Northwest suburbs. He said crews 
would spray the Schaumburg area 
again Thursday night since the 35- 
year-old Schaumburg man suspected 
to have the disease may have been 
bitten there. 


Schaumburg health department offi- 


cials said they would work with hospi- 
tal officials to determine if the man 
may have contracted the disease in 
Schaumburg. 


Larry Eiles, health services direc- 


tor in Mount Prospect, said ponds and 
open bodies of water in the village 
have been checked and "nothing has 
been found out of the ordinary." 


Symptoms of the disease include 


h e a d a c h e , high fever, and dis- 
oricntation and eventually a coma. 
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The Elk Grove Township Board of 


Trustees Thursday approved a more 
substantial grant for the Northwest 
Special Recreation Assn., which pro- 
vides programs for mentally and 
physically handicapped persons. 


Township officials already had ap- 


proved $15,000 for the regional agen- 
cy. That sum could increase to as 
much as $25,000, the special recrea- 
tion group estimated. 


Under the program, the township 


has been asked to contribute $1.50 an 
hour for time township residents par- 
ticipate in special recreation activi- 
ties. The township Thursday agreed to 
pay $2 an hour this year. 


The board said it would transfer 


money in its budget to cover the in- 
creased grant to the recreation associ- 
ation later in the fiscal year, as neces- 
sary. 


Kevin T. Kendrigan, recreation as- 


sociation director, said his group was 
making the request for additional 
funding because growth in program 
participation was "a lot greater than 
we anticipated." 


Kendrigan said more people were 


taking part in the programs and a 
greater than anticipated number of 
those participants have been unable to 
pay the full fees. The association has 
a policy of allowing people to partici- 
pate in programs even though they 
cannot pay. 


"The posture of our board is we're 


in a holding pattern and making cuts 
wherever necessary," Kendrigan said. 
But he said the association did not 
want to cut programs. 


THE ASSOCIATION also has re- 


quested Increased funding from three 
other townships whose residents it 
serves — Schaumburg, Wheeling and 
Palatine. Kendrigan said Elk Grove 
Township has been the first to re- 
spond to the increase funding request. 


Kendrigan also said the association 


will probably ask the township for a 
third year of funding next year. The 
program is designed to be funded by 
participating park districts. But a law 
enabling those districts to collect 
taxes for the association has not yet 
been signed by the governor.

Scattered in pockets between and 


within the township communities of 
Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village, 
Palatine and Des Plaines are 5,783 
acres of unincorporated land. 


THE BIGGEST parcel is 3,691 acres 


of forest preserve land. 


Stern said he had expected some 


comment or interest from Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect officials 
about county plans for an area bor- 
dering Mount Prospect at the south- 
east end of Arlington Heights. 


"It's a critical area in my opinion, 


and both communities have shown an 
interest for several years in planning 
how it will be developed or zoned," 
said Stern.

NIPC seeks equal share 
of RTA funds for suburbs

Chicago suburbs will get help in 


claiming an equal share of federal 
subsidies for mass transportation if a 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission staff recommendation is ap- 
proved next week. 


The NIPC staff has reviewed a 


request by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority for $50.5 million in 
federal operating subsidies and will 
recommend approval at a meeting 
Wednesday with the requirement that 
distribution of the money be equitable 
to all areas. 


The NIPC review will be sent to 


Washington, D.C., 
with attached 


copies of all comments from munici- 
p a l i l i e s in the six-county RTA 
area. Most of the 257 communities 
have given no response, but 10 have 
filed negative statements and five 
have submitted conditional approval 
statements. 


THE NIPC STAFF has recommend- 


ed that the RTA be required to notify 
NIPC of all disbursements so fairness 
can be monitored. The recommenda- 
tion reflects the opinions of the sub- 
urbs objecting to the grant. 


The Bi-State Commission, which re- 


views federal grant applications that 
affect the six metropolitan Chicago 
counties and two northwest Indiana 
counties, is expected to approve the 
grant under the same conditions, a 
NIPC spokesman said. 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scan- 


Ion is one of 10 officials objecting to 
the grant under the terms of the ap- 
plication. 


In a letter to NIPC, Scanlon said, 


"The RTA' has blatantly 
dis- 


criminated against the suburbs by 
funding the Chicago Transit Authority 
bus system 100 per cent while funding 
suburban transit systems less than 100 
per cent. We feel a more equitable 
formula for both suburban systems 
and the Chicago system should be im- 
plemented to eliminate this dis- 
criminatory practice." 


Hoffman Estates and Des Plaines 


have filed conditional approval state- 
ments. Des Plaines Mayor Herbert 
Behrcl sold he hopes a more favor- 
able distribution of funds is set up in 
the future.

Zoning changes which would de- 


crease allowable densities for devel- 
opment In several pnrts of Schaum- 
burg Township but raise density in 
the area Immediately west of I-flO 
were unveiled Thursday by a county 
planner. 


Maps outlining the suggested zoning 


changes were presented at an after- 
noon preview session (or public offi- 
cials by planning consultant Rolf C. 
Campbell. 


The maps, which prescribe guide- 


lines for uso and development of the 
.1,948 acres of unincorporated area in 
the township, will bo the subject of a 
public hearing at 1 p.m. Wednesday In 
the Schaumburg Township Public Li- 
brary. 


THE MAPS WILL become port of a 


new comprehensive plan and zoning 
ordinance for unincorporated subur- 
ban areas being prepared by Camp- 
bell for the County Zoning Board. 


Changes proposed in the maps in- 


clude: 


• A plan to allow apartment and 


townhousc zoning on 75 acres along 
Springinsguth Road when the east and 
west sections of Bode Road are con- 
nected. However, the county would 
loave zoning on the property as single 
family, with a 20,000-square-foot min- 
imum lot size until the road is ex- 
tended. The maps call for 435 acres of 
surrounding land north and south of 
the proposed Bode Road extension to 


retain single-family zoning. 


• A reduction In zoning density of 


125 acres north of the Northwest Toll- 
way at Roselle Road. The change 
would require a 40,000-square-foot 
minimum lot size for single-family 
houses, Instead of the current 20,000- 
square foot minimum. 


• Rezoning of 285 acres between the

STATE HEALTH officials said it 


was impossible to tell if the disease 
has pcaksd or if Cook County can 
expect more new cases. The officials, 
along with a team of specialists 
from the Center for Disease Control in 
Colorado, will begin collecting and 
classifying birds and mosqultos in an 
attempt to locate the disease source. 
Encephalitis is transmitted from birds 


to human beings by the insects. 


Wilbur Mitchell, head of the North- 


west Mosquito Abatement District, 
said crews are starting their second 
round of mosquito spraying in the 
Northwest suburbs. He said crews 
would spray the Schaumburg area 
again Thursday night since the 36- 
year-old Schaumburg man suspected 
to have the disease may have been 
bitten there.

Both men said the Shah, rather than 


have his farmers take a beating on a 
flooded market, purchased about half 
the crop. The nuts, rich In protein, 


were used in free lunch programs for 
Iranian school children and to supple- 
ment the diet of the Army. 


While students and soldiers were

copies of'all comments from munici- 
p a l i t i e s in the six-county RTA 
area. Most of the 257 communities 
have given no response, but 10 have 
filed negative statements and five 
have submitted conditional approval 
statements. 


THE NIPC STAFF has recommend- 


ed that the RTA be required to notify 
NIPC of all disbursements so fairness 
can be monitored. The recommenda- 
tion reflects the opinions of the sub- 
urbs objecting to the grant. 


The Bi-State Commission, which re- 


views federal grant applications that 
affect the six metropolitan Chicago 
counties and two northwest Indiana 
counties, is expected to approve the 
grant under the same conditions, a 
NIPC spokesman said. 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scan- 


Ion is one of 10 officials objecting to 
the grant under the terms of the ap- 
plication: 


In a letter to NIPC, Scanlon said, 


"The RTA has blatantly dis- 
criminated against the suburbs by 
funding the Chicago Transit Authority 
bus system 100 per cent while funding 
suburban transit systems less than 100 
per cent.

Township zoning changes asked

Zoning changes which would de- 


crease allowable densities for devel- 
opment In several parts of Schaum- 
burg Township but raise density In 
the area immediately west of 1-90 
were unveiled Thursday by a county 
planner. 


Mops outlining the suggested zoning 


changes were presented at an after- 
noon preview session for public offi- 
cials by planning consultant Rolf C. 
Campbell. 


The maps, which prescribe guide- 


lines for uso and development of tho 
3,048 acres of unincorporated area in 
tho township, will bo tho subject of a 
public hearing at 1 p.m. Wednesday In 
tho Schaumburg Township Public Li- 
brary. 


THE MAPS WILL become part of a 


new comprehensive plan and zoning 
ordinance for unincorporated subur- 
ban areas being prepared by Camp- 
bell for tho County Zoning Board. 


Changes proposed In tho maps In- 


clude: 


• A plan to allow apartment and 


townhouso zoning on 75 acres along 
Sprlnginsguth Road when the cast and 
west sections of Bode Road are con- 
nected. However, tho county would 
leave zoning on tho property as single 
family, with a 20,000-square-foot min- 
imum lot slzo until tho road Is ex- 
tended. Tho maps call for 435 acres of 
surrounding land north and south of 
tho proposed Bodo Road extension to 
retain single-family zoning. 


. • A reduction in zoning density of 
125 acres north of the Northwest Toll- 
way at Roscllo Road. The change 
would require a 40,000-square-foot 
minimum lot slzo for single-family 
houses, instead of the current 20,000' 
square foot minimum. 


• Rczonlng of 285 acres between tho 


Northwest Tollway and Golf Road 
cast of Maacharn Road as an office- 
research park. Tho property, which 
partially Is occupied by the regional 
headquarters for Union Oil Co., is now 
zoned for-single family and business 
uses. 


• Rczoning 75 acres, north of Hig- 


glns Road, east of Plum Grove Road, 
from single-family residential to the 
general service district (commercial) 
zoning classification. 


• Increasing allowable density on 


40 acres north and south of Higglns 
Road, east of Plum Grovo Road and 
west of tho 75-acre silo described 
above. Tho site's zoning would be 
changed from single-family to apart- 
ment, thus allowing 17.4 dwelling 
units per acre. 


• Rczoning 40 acres of a 190-acre 


parcel south of Hlggins Road, north of 
Schaumburg Road, east of Meacham 
Road and west of Interstate 90. The 40 
acres would be zoned for an office and 
research park, while the rest of the 
land would retain single-family, 
20,000-square-foot lot size zoning.

single-family residential zoning. 


Probe seeks encephalitis origin

Schaumburg health officials are at- 


tempting to determine If a 36-year-old 
local man hospitalized for suspected 
encephalitis contracted the disease 
hero. 


Tho man, under treatment at Ale- 


xlan Brothers Medical Center, Elk 
Grove Village, has been hospitalized 
since Aug. 20 suffering symptoms of 
tho disease, which is transmitted to 
humans by infected mosquitos. 


Robert Grossmann, •Schaumburg's 


health director, Thursday said his de- 
partment has offered to assist in tho 
hospital's efforts to learn where tho 
man may have been bitten. 


"Wo have offered to do the epide- 


miology (research on tho spread and 
control of a disease) at the local level 
to ascertain It this man was outside 
tho area when he was bitten," Gross- 
mann said. 


HE 8A10 THE department must de- 


termine If tho man was outside the 
Schaumburg area in the post 15 days, 
particularly if ho may have been in 
south Cook, County where tho disease 
has been widespread. 


The Incubation period for the dis- 


ease is 5 to IS days. 


"This Is still a suspected cose, but it 


appears that the symptoms are 
right," Grossmann said. "The thing 
we bxvo to learn is where was this 
ma:. 5 days ago. Was he bitten in 
Schaumburg or was he In tho high in- 
cidence areas in south Cook County? • 
This Is what we are concerned about 
determining." 


Grossmann added the Northwest 


Mosquito Abatement District notified 
the village It would spray the area 


again Thursday night in a stepped-up 
effort to kill mosquito larvae. 


At the same time, tho health direc- 


tor advised residents to drain stand- 
ing water where mosquitos may 
breed. 


"MOSQUITOS WILL breed in arti- 


ficial containers that hold water, and 
this is what we're asking people to 
check for," ho sold. "We ore asking 
everyone to do whatever they can. 


"I know it's impossible to eliminate 


every rut and hole in the village, but 
If everyone can check their own prop- 
erty and drain standing water, it 
would bo very helpful," he said. 


Grossmann added it is "impera- 


tive" that the village "determine at 
this stage of the game if this man was 
bitten here or elsewhere. 


"We will have to take extra pre- 


cautions if we found that he was bit- 
ten here," he added. 


• Doubling density of single-family 


zoned property just east of Meacham 
Road and north of Nerge Road. The 75 
acres would be zoned for 10,000- 
square-foot lot sizes instead of the 
20,000 square-foot minimum. 


• Increasing the zoning density of 


BO acres north oi Devon Avenue and 
west of 1-90. The land's present zoning 
allows only single-family houses, with 
a minimum lot size of 20,000 square 
feet. The new map assigns it high 
density apartment zoning, with a 
maximum 17,4 units per acre. 


However, Campbell said he intends 


to change the proposed map before 
the Wednesday hearing giving the site 
single-family zoning, with a minimum 
lot size of 10,000 square feet. 


Campbell said Elk'Grove Village 


has been asked to annex the site and 
allow development of a single-family 
subdivision. 


The property, owned by Ted Szy- 


wala, was part of the site of the pro- 
posed Devon 53 development. Camp- 
bell was one of the planners of the 
Devon 53 project, which was dis- 
banded .after Elk Grove Village re- 
fused in 1973 to annex the property 
and rezone it for High-density devel- 
opment. 


• Increasing zoning density of 20 


acres south of Schaumburg Road and 
west of Roselle road, which is sur- 
rounded by apartments and town- 
houses in the Village of Schaumburg. 
The zoning would be increased from 
single-family, with a 20,000-square- 
foot minimum lot size, to general resi- 
dential district zoning, which allows 
townhouses and low-rise apartments, 
with a density of 8.7 units per acre. 


The remainder of the zoning on the 


new maps coincides with present zon- 
ing designations. Campbell sold there 
are no current land uses in Schaum- 
burg Township made nonconforming 
by the proposed zoning maps. 


Campbell also said changes-may be

Stevenson School 'like 
a new toy at Christmas' 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


A new school is "like a new toy at 


Christmas. It's a nice, new package," 
said Richard Powers, principal of Ste- 
venson School, Elk Grove Village. 


Stevenson opened this week in 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 and 
Powers Is Dist. 54's newest principal. 
It's difficult to say who is more ex- 
cited about the new toy, Powers, the 
teachers or the students. 


Powers, 49, is not new to growing 


school districts. In fact, he prefers 
them, and he chose Dist. 54 because 
he likes the change and fast moving 
pace of an area booming in enroll- 
ment and construction. 


POWERS BEGAN teaching in a 


Lincolnwood elementary school in 
1949. At that time Llnrolnwood was a 
growing community and he eventually 
became principal of his school.. 


In 1969 he left the U. S. to become 


principal of an international school in 
Bangkok, Thailand. Two years ago he 
brought his family of five children 
back to Illinois tq attend college and 
then accepted an academic post at 
Northern Illinois University. 


Powers now lives In Elk Grove Vil- 


lage and has a son who is a freshmen 
this year at Elk Grove High School. 


"I've always been in school districts 


that are growing. If you ever get to 
the place where everything is neat 
and tidy and settled then there's noth- 
ing to strive for," said Powers. "Here 
it's growth time. It's go." 


THE GREEN LIGHT Is on at Ste- 


venson School. The new building con- 
tains 20 classes and 450 students from 
kindergarten to sixth grade. Although 
the building is complete, a few minor 
pieces of equipment still need to be 
installed — clocks, lunchroom tables, 
counter tops, wastebaskets. "Every- 
day little goodies come," said Pow- 
ers. 


U. S. Sen. Adlal Stevenson HI, 


D-I11., is scheduled to attend the dedi- 
cation ceremony of the school Oct. 19. 
Stevenson is named for the senator's 
father, a former Illinois governor and 
candidate for president in 1952 and 
1956. 


The two-story school is built In an 


open classroom style. The rooms open 
Into the center of the building where 
the library Is located. Classroom 
areas are" subdivided by movable par- 
titions which double as bulletin 
boards. 


MOST OF THE students who attend 


Stevenson are used to the open teach- 
ing style because they learned under 
the same system at nearby Link 
School. 


The school is carpeted and air con- 


ditioned and has enclosed classrooms 
for kindergarten, speech therapy and 
special education, 


Opening a new school is old hat to 


Dist. 54, said Powers. Since the dis- 
trict Is growing so rapidly in size, new 
schools go up almost every year and 
Powers said the school people have 
the routine of opening a building down 
pat. 


But Powers said with a smile that 


there are always a few minor prob- 
lems the first day of school whether 
the building is new or old. , 


TEACHERS AND students are still 


getting lost in the building and one 
little boy was so excited the first day 
he got sick half an hour after school 
started. 


Most of the children live close 


enough to Stevenson to walk to school. 
One little girl lives a few blocks away 
but since the streets in the subdivision 
curve she couldn't find her way home. 
She came back to school and Powers 
offered her a ride home, but she told 
him in no uncertain terms that she 
was not allowed to ride with strang- 
ers. 


Not even if that stranger Is the prin- 


cipal of the school. 
.

Co. said the Shah "made so much 
money on his oil that he held them off 
the market." 


Bath men said the Shah, rather than 


have his farmers take a beating on a 
flooded market, purchased about half 
the crop. The nuts, rich in protein, 


were used in free lunch programs for 
Iranian school children and to supple- 
ment the diet of the Army. 


While students and soldiers were 


munching on the tasty nuts, American 
ice cream addicts were starting to 
suffer.

One sus- 
pected case was reported in Hinsdalc. 


STATE HEALTH officials said it 


was impossible to tell If the disease 
•has peaksd or if Cook County can 
expect more new cases. The officials, 
along with a team of specialists 
from the Center for Disease Control in 
Colorado, will begin collecting and 
classifying birds and mosquitos in an 
attempt to locate the disease source. 
Encephalitis is transmitted from birds 


to human beings by the insects. 


Wilbur Mitchell, head of the North- 


west Mosquito Abatement District, 
said crews are starting their second 
round of mosquito spraying in the 
Northwest suburbs. He said crews 
would spray the Schaumburg area 
again Thursday night since the 36- 
year-old Schaumburg man suspected 
to have the disease may have been 
bitten there. 


Schaumburg health department offi-

The court rejected the contention of 


Bush that the federal mail fraud stat- 
ute was misapplied in his case. 


The appeals court panel found the 


government had shown that Bush "en- 
gaged in a scheme to defraud the 
mayor and the citizens of Chicago" by 
concealing his interest in a firm that 
did business with the city. It said he 
had "used the mail in the furtherance 
of that scheme." 


Cohen pleads guilty 


Village Trustee David Cohen of 


Morton Grove pleaded guilty Thurs- 
day to federal charges of extorting 
more than $1,000 from a builder In a 
zoning change cose. Cohen, 43, en- 
tered the plea before U.S. District 
Court Judge Frank J. McGarr, who 
set Oct. 29 for sentencing. 
: 


Cohen was indicted Aug. 13 on 


charges of accepting the $1,000 payoff 
from Ben Pekin, owner of the Ben Pe- 
kin Corp. of Northbrook. The money 
allegedly changed hands in 1970. 


The government said Pekin sought 


a zoning change so he could build 
Lotus Towers, a rental complex that 
now stands in Morton Grove, and that 
Cohen saw that the zoning change was 
made in return for the $1,000. 


GM to pay $1.1 million 


General Motors Corp. will pay 
$1.1 


million in damages to two persons 
who lost family members in an acci- 
dent caused by a defective trans- 
mission in a newly purchased GM rec- 
reational vehicle. 


Circuit Court Judge Robert Cherry 


said Thursday he had completed or- 
ders in an out-of-court settlement call- 
ing for GM to pay $650,000 to Marga- 
ret Caron of DeKalb and $450,000 to 
Thatcher Robinson of Champaign. 


Miss Caron's parents and sister 


were killed in the accident. Robinson 
lost his wife and three of his four 
sons. 


Cherry said Robinson testified he 


was driving the vehicle — bought six 
hours earlier — when the trans- 
mission shifted from low to neutral 
and the vehicle began rolling down a 
mountain road in Gunnison County, 
Colo.

Palatine village residents arc buy- 


Ing insurance (or future (ire and para- 
medic protection at the cost of about 
$21.50 in additional annual taxes if 
they approve Tuesday's referendum 
to upgrade lire services. 


The proposed 21.S cent per $100 as- 


sessed valuation Increase In fire taxes 
will mean that a resident with a house 
assessed at $10,000 will pay $21.50 
more in taxes each year. 


Palatine residents currently pay 7.5 


cents per $100 assessed valuation for 
fire services which generates only 
enough revenue to pay for 14 lull-time 
firemen, 17 volunteer firemen and the 
maintenance of two fire stations. 


THE PROPOSED TAX increase 


will pay for 26 additional full-time 
firemen and a 20-man volunteer force. 


The village will have the ability to 


levy a maximum 29 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation for fire services and 
will begin collecting the increased lax 
revenues next spring It the referen- 
dum is approved by voters. 


Village Mgr. Anton II. Harwlg said 


the annual cost of operating the fire 
department and paying for the 26 ad- 
ditional full-time firemen is about 
$830,000 of which $389,041 will be gen- 
erated by tho proposed tax increase. 
The remaining funds will be gener- 
ated by tho current 7.S cent tax rale, 
revenue from the Palatine Rural Fire 
Protection District and by mis- 
cellaneous sources like sales and real 
estate taxes. 


The 
fire department currently 


serves 50,000 residents in a 52-squarc 
mile area bounded approximately by 
Harrington Road, Lake-Cook Road, 
111. Route 53 and III. Route 62.

Low insurance 
offsets tax hike 


The proposed increase in fire taxes 


will be partially offset by savings in 
fire insurance premiums for Palatine ' 
homeowners If Tuesday's referendum 
is successful, according to Palatine 
officials. 


The savings In fire premiums can 


range from $8 to $21 a year depending , 
upon the cost and construction of the 
house, and on its location In cither the 
Village of Palatine or in the Palatine 
Rural Fire Protection District. 


Fire premiums arc determined by 


the rating the fire department is giv- 
en every 10 years by independent rat- 
ing bureaus. 


THE RATINGS ARE given on a 


scale of 1 to 10, 1 being the best. The 
fire department Is scored on such 
things as manpower, equipment, loca- 
tion of fire stations, population and 
water supply. 


The village's current rating Is 6 and 


the Palatine Rural Fire Protection 
District rating Is 9. The department is 
scheduled to be rated again next year. 


The village Is expected to receive a 


rating of 7 or 8, which would increase 
fire insurance rates, if the upcoming 
referendum is not approved, officials 
say. The tax increase proposed would 
allow the village to hire 26 more full- 
time firemen. 


A CITIZENS' committee, appointed 


by the village board to educate resi- 
dents on tho upcoming referendum, 
has determined how the fire depart- 
ment's rating affects fire premiums 
for homeowners.

cream recently, you can add them to 
the ever growing list of items and 
products In short supply on tho world 
market. Shortages, whether natural 
or induced, also mean a rise in prices 
— for oil or pistachios. 


"Sure tho price for pistachios Is sky 


high, but there's no shortage. In fact, 


there was a record crop but the Shah . 
of Iran kept them all over there Just 
like oil," said a spokesman for the 
Midwest Nut and Seed Co. 


A SPOKESMAN for the marketing 


division of Baskin-Robblns Ice Cream 
Co. said the Shah "made so much 
money on his oil that he held them off 
the market." 


Both men said the Shah, rather than 


have his farmers take a beating on a 
flooded market, purchased about half 
the crop. The nuts, rich in protein, 


were used in free lunch programs for 
Iranian school children and to supple- 
ment the diet of the Army. 


While students and soldiers were 


munching on the tasty nuts, American 
ice cream addicts were starting to 
suffer. 


Breslcr Ice Cream Co., operators of 


the 33 Flavor Shops, found the cost of 
the nuts "prohibitive."

He is the sec- 
ond case in Illinois to be removed from 


_ the suspected and probable list since 


the epidemic began. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


reported 22 new cases of the disease 
in the state Thursday, bringing the to- 
tal to 129. Thirteen of the new coses 
were reported in Cook County. 


A 27-year-old La Grange woman 


was added to the confirmed list while 


four new probable cases were report- 
ed in Chicago, Palos Heights, and Ev- 
ergreen Park. Eight new suspected 
cases were hospitalized in Chicago, 
Palos Heights and Berwyn. One sus- 
pected case was reported in Hinsdale. 


STATE HEALTH officials said it 


was impossible to tell if the disease 
has peak?d or if Cook County can 
expect more new cases. The officials, 
along with a team of specialists 
from the Center for Disease Control in 
Colorado, will begin collecting and 
classifying birds and mosquitos in an 
attempt to locate the disease source. 
Encephalitis is transmitted from birds 


to human beings by the insects. 


Wilbur Mitchell, head of the North- 


west Mosquito Abatement District, 
said crews are starting their second 
round of mosquito spraying in the 
Northwest suburbs. He said crews 
would spray the Schaumburg area 
again Thursday night since the 36- 
year-old Schaumburg man suspected 
to have the disease may have been 
bitten there. 


Schaumburg health department offi- 


cials said they would work with hospi- 
tal officials to determine if the man 
may have contracted the disease in 
Schaumburg.

The rapid development of the vil- 


lage and unincorporated areas has in- 
creased the number of annual fire and 
paramedic calls from 600 to 2,000 in 
the past five years, he said. 


THE: FOUR full-time firemen on 


duty during a given 24-hour period 
"have been spread too thin over the 
multiple calls that come in at one 
time," he said. 


"Too much of a reliance has been 


placed on the volunteer firemen and 
off duty full-time firemen. There may 
not bo anyone around to respond to 
those second and third calls. 


"That leaves the community unpro- 


tected at any time and the village 
simply can't hire anymore full-time 
firemen because It doesn't have the 
revenue available," Harwig said. 


Volunteer and off duty full-time fire- 


men arc called to the fire-station by 
way of pocket radio to assist with ma- 
jor or multiple calls. They arc paid a 
flat $10 fee for responding to each 
call. 


OFF DUTY full-time firemen have 


logged as much as 80 hours In one 
week, In addition to their shift duty, 
because of "callbacks," said Fire 
Chief Orville Helms. 


Helms said the village will pay an 


estimated $150,000 this fiscal year for 
calling back volunteer and off duty 
full-time firemen. The village board 
has budgeted only $90,000 for this pur- 
pose this year. 


"People don't realize ths village Is 


already spending more money than Is 
available for fire services to pay for 
these callbacks. Not as much money 


would be spent on callbacks if more 
full-time men were added to the 
force," Harwig said. 


THE VILLAGE PLANS to imme- 


diately relieve tho situation if the ref- 
erendum is successful by hiring about 
10 of the 26 new firemen by the end of 
this fiscal year. Some of the new fire- 
men would be hired off of an eligibil- 
ity list that the village has and the 
new men would be paid with about 
$80,000 in funds that the village will 
receive this year from retiring a sew- 
er bond issue. 


The bond Issue revenues will pay 


for the expense of some of the new 
firemen until the increased tax reve- 
nues are collected next spring for the 
1976-77 year, Harwig said. 


The village will offer another fire 


examination this fall and create a new 
cllblbllity list from which the remain- 
ing new firemen will be selected. All 
26 firemen will bo trained and work- 
ing by spring of 1977, he said.

Shah oi Iran manipulates world pistachio trade, 


cuts supply to ice cream connoisseurs here

T'll old Shah, "Let my pistachios 


go." 


If you're wondering what has hap- 


pened to pistachios and pistachio Ice 
cream recently, you can add them to 
the ever growing list of items and 
products In short supply on the world 
market. Shortages, whether natural 
or Induced, also mean a rise In prices 
— for oil or pistachios. 


"Sure tho price for pistachios Is sky 


high, but there's no shortage. In fact, 


there was a tccord crop but the Shah 
of Irat< kept them all over there just 
like oil," said a spokesman for the 
Midwest Nut and Seed Co. 


A SPOKESMAN for the maiketlng 


division of Baskin-Robbins Ice Cream 
Co. said the Shah "made so much 
money on his oil that he held them off 
tho market." 


Both men said the Shah, rather than 


have his farmers take a beating on a 
flooded market, purchased about half 
the crop. The nuts, rich in protein, 


were used in free lunch programs for_ 
Iranian school children and to supple-' 
ment the diet of the Army. 


While students and soldiers were 


munching on the tasty nuts, American 
ice cream addicts were starting to 
suffer. 


Brcslcr Ice Cream Co., operators of 


the 33 Flavor Shops, found the cost of 
the nuts "prohibitive."

Proposals 
for 
improving 
Mount 


Prospect's notorious S-curve on 111. 
Rtc. 83 between Milburn Avenue and 
Sha-Bonee Trail drew more than 100 
village residents to a public hearing 
Thursday night. 


Many objected to plans by the engi- 


neering firm of ME Alstot, March 


, and Guillou Inc., Des Plaines, to wid- 


en the curve by seven feet and install 
a traffic light at Sha-Bonee Trail. 


Most of those who expressed opin- 


ions about the proposals feared im- 
provements would turn the curve into 
a "speedway," making it even more 
dangerous for. school children to 
cross. 


The hearing on the $350,000 project 


and a second, less expensive alterna- 
tive was conducted by the fire and po- 
lice committee of the Mount Prospect 
Village Board chaired by Trustee Leo 
Floros. 


The engineering proposals and com- 


ments by the public will be forwarded 
to the full board for action. 


Floros said both plans have been 


approved by the Illinois-Dept. of 
Transportation, which will fund up to 
$300,000 for the project. 


Engineering recommendations in- 


cluded: 


• Widening of the four-lane route to 


11-foot lanes in the straightaways and 
12-foot lanes in the curves. 


• Installation of a traffic signal at 


Sha-Bonee Trail and Elmhurst Road, 


with a pushbutton pedestrian crossing 
signal. 


• Installation of a pedestrian cross- 


ing flasher at Pine Street and Rte. 83. 


• Construction of a 9-inch curb 


through the S-curve. 


• Widening of the traffic islands 


north and south of Sha-Bonee. 


Banking of the route toward the 


center of the street, rather than the 
outside as currently is the case. 


• Gradual ramping of the sidewalks 


to meet pavement at intersections. 


An alternative proposal calls for 


widening only the curve north of Sha- 
Bonee, with a signal at that inter- 
section. Cost of the second plan was 
estimated at $200,000. 


While most residents agreed serious 


traffic conditions exist on the S-curve, 
most objected to cutting down 30 trees 
on either .side of Rte. 83 and side 
streets to widen the curves. 


In addition, elimination of most of 


the parkway space between the curb 
and the sidewalk met disapproval 
from homeowners 
along the con- 


troversial route. 


A petition signed by 201 Mount 


Prospect residents was presented to 
the committee by John Thebault, 500 
S. I-Oka, asking that a traffic signal 
be installed at the intersection of Lin- 
coln Street and Rte. 83, rather than 
Sha-Bonee. Thebault and other resi- 
dents contend a signal at that location 
would provide a safer crossing rout* 
for children attending St Raymond, 
Lincoln and Lions Park schools. 


NIPC seeks equal share 
of RTA funds for suburbs

Chicago suburbs will get help in 


claiming an equal share of federal 
subsidies for mass transportation if a 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission staff recommendation is ap- 
proved next week. 


The NIPC staff has reviewed a 


request 
by the Regional Trans- 


portation Authority for $50.5 million in 
federal operating subsidies and will 
recommend approval at a meeting 
Wednesday with the requirement that 
distribution of the money be equitable 
to all areas. 


The NIPC review will be sent to 


Washington. 
D.C., 
with 
attached 


copies of all comments from munici- 
p a 1 i t i e s in the six-county RTA 
area. Most of the 257 communities 
have given no response, but 10 have 
filed negative statements and five 
have submitted conditional approval 
statements. 


THE NIPC STAFF has recommend- 


ed that the RTA be required to notify 
NIPC of all disbursements so fairness 
can be monitored. The recommenda- 
tion reflects the opinions of the sub- 
urbs objecting to the grant. 


The Bi-State Commission, which re- 


views federal grant applications that 
affect the six metropolitan Chicago 
counties and two northwest Indiana 
counties, is expected to approve the 
grant under the same conditions, a 
NIPC spokesman said. 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scan- 


Ion is one of 10 officials objecting to 
the grant under the terms of the ap- 
plication. 


In a letter to NIPC, Scanlon said, 


"The 
RTA has blatantly dis- 


criminated against the suburbs by 
funding the Chicago Transit Authority 
bus system 100 per cent while funding 
suburban transit systems less than 100 
per cent. We feel a more equitable 
formula for both suburban systems 
and the Chicago system should be im- 
plemented 
to eliminate this dis- 


criminatory practice." 


Hoffman Estates and Des Plaines 


have filed conditional approval state- 
ments. Des Plaines Mayor Herbert 
Behrel said he hopes a more favor- 
able distribution of funds is set up in 
the future. "The suburbs were as- 
sured of better funding processes than 
is apparent now," Behrel wrote.

Ralph Bcaudoln, district business 


manager, said a fall referendum 
would bo necessary for the district to 
receive the funds during the 1976-77 
school year. Tho 1975-76 school year 
will end with the district $166,000 in 
the red because attendance and corre- 
sponding stnto old, Is dropping while 
expenses arc rising. 


Bcaudoln is expected to present a 


referendum proposal to school board 
members In tho near future that will 
summarize tho reasons why tho dis- 
trict must seek additional tax dollars 
from Its residents or face bankruptcy. 


"IN SCHOOL FINANCE, there are 


two sources of revenue — state aid 


and taxes," Braudoin said. "The 
amount of state aid you receive is a 
function of your enrollment." 


Bcaudoln has projected a steady 


drop In enrollment over the next few 
years, but the drop may be sharper 
than he planned. The district expected 
2,602 pupils this year, but so far, 
they've registered only 2,505, he said. 
That means a less of $1,260 per pu- 
pil," Bcaudoln said. 


Under tho resource equalizer state 


aid formula a school district must 
make a maximum taxing effort to re- 
ceive the maximum state aid per pu- 
pil, $1,260. That means the total oper- 
ating fund tax rate — including edu- 
cation, building, Illinois Municipal Re- 
tirement, lawsuit Insurance and work- 
Ing cash funds — must total $1.95 per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation. 
Dlst. 26 has reached that $1.95 per 
$100 and exceeded it through a back- 


door referendum, now levying $2.0343 
per $100 for those five funds. 


At the some time, however, the 


state legislature designed the re- 
source equalizer formula to spread 
the state aid increase over four years. 
Tills year, Dlst. 26 and other districts 
around the state will be receiving 75 
per cent of the full amount of state 
aid to which they are entitled. Be- 
cause Dist. 26 is making a maximum 
effort of $2.03 per $100 equalized as- 
sessed valuation, they will receive 100 
per cent of their state aid entitlement 
in 1876-77,'their best year, Boaudoin 
said. 


BUT THAT WILL provide only 


$1,260 per pupil, said Beaudoin, when' 
the district already spent $1,500 per 
pupil last year. As the district .contin- 
ues to'lose students and state aid, 
while costs continue to climb, Dist. 26
